WPB Tells of Loss of 
100,000 Tons of Steel 
and Iron—Ready to Cut 
Street and Show Win- 
dow Lighting. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
The number of striking soft coal 
miners climbed to 115,000 today 
heightening prospects of a vir- 
tually complete industry shut- 
down by Monday. 

Monday also may bring a settle- 
ment, in one fashion or another, 
of the issues which have kept the 
industry torn wit controversy 
and turmoil since early spring. 
The United Mine Workers policy 
committee meets here, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has promised that, 
unless this meeting brings a back- 
to-the-mines movement, he will 
take “decisive action.” 

Whatever the climax, the gen- 
eral expectation is that this time 


the situation will force some ar- 
rangement, Government - imposed 
or otherwise, holding good for the 
war's duration. 

Other Developments, 

In other deyelopments: 

1. The War Production Board 
estimated the strikes in Ala- 
bama and Indiana alone—where 
the current series of walkouts 
began Oct. 13—have caused the 
joss of 100,000 tons of iron and 
steel output. This is metal 
enough, WPB said, for “33 Lib- 
erty ships or 2500 medium tanks— 
or 7000 155-millimeter guns.” 

2. WPB also stood ready, in 
event of a prolonged strike, to 
bar ornamental street lighting, 
show window and electric adver- 
tising. A spokesman said it 
might be necessary to divert 
some coal stocks of utilities to 
war plants. 

3. The Solid Fuels Administra- 
tion reported that bituminous 
coal production declined 425,000 
tons in the week ended Oct. 23 
compared with the previous 
week. Output for the week was 
11,300,000 tons. 

4° The outlook for anthracite 
production became increasingly 
uncertain. Reports from hard 
coal fields in Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania said about 32,000 of the 
80,000 anthracite miners worked 
today compared with fewer 
than 30,000 Friday when many 
miners observed John Mitchell 
day, a traditional holiday honor- 
ing an early union leader. 

5. The Fuels Administration 
prohibited delivery of anthracite 
to any domestic consumer hav- 
ing more than 10 days’ supply. 
The order also forbade retail 
delivery of more than half-a-ton 
to one customer. It applies to all 
anthracite sizes larger than bar- 
ley.

IN OAKES GASE 


Defense Lawyer Accuses 
Barker of Fabricating 
Fingerprint to Use 
Against de Marigny. 


By E. V. W. JONES 

NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. .» (AP). 
—In a final attack on testimony of 
a key Crown witness, Defense 
Counsel Godfrey S. Higgs, charged; 
today that a fingerprint offered to 
convict Alfred de Marigny of the 
murder of his father-in-law, Sir 
Harry Oakes, was “fabricated evi- 
dence.” 

Unable to shake Capt. James O. 
Barker’s testimony that he found 
the print on a bed screen in the 
death room, Higgs accused the 
American detective of having 


“swept aside the truth” in his “de- 
sire for gain and notoriety.” 

Unruffled, Barker flatly denied 
the charges. 

Spectators in the Bahamas Su- 
preme Court chamber hardly 
breathed as Higgs led up to his 
bitter suggestion by accusing 
Barker of attempting to incite the 
hatred of Lady Eunice Oakes, 
widow of the murdered multimil- 
lionaire, against her son-in-law. 

Even de Marigny seemed re- 
lieved, slumping back on the bench 
in the prisoner’s cell with a half- 
smile on his eface, when Higgs 
hurled his final bitter accusation 
and took his seat at the outer 
bar. 

Onlookers Immediately began 
filing out of the courtroom, and 
the second week of the dramatic 
trial ended quietly with the read- 
ing by Chief Justice Sir Oscar 
Bedford Daly of the testimony 
given by Barker under Higgs’ prod- 
ding. 

Fingerprint ‘Vital Evidence.’ 

From Barker, Higgs drew the 
statement that the fingerprint— 
exhibit J—is “vital evidence” to 
connect de Marigny with the 
bludgeoning and burning of Oakes 
in a bedroom of his palatial home, 
Westbourne, last July. 

Then he shouted that he doubted 
whether the print actually had 
been lifted from the surface of the 
screen, reminding that Barker 
himself admitted his inability to 
point to the exact spot from which 
it was taken. 

Higgs recalled that Capt. E. W. 
Melchen, also of the Miami police, 
took de Marigny to a room on the 
second floor of Westbourne the 
day after the body was discovered 
and questioned him at length. 

“Did you go to the door of the 
room and ask Melchen if every- 
thing was okay?” Higgs demanded, 
“IT did not,” replied the witness.

Louis County and other construc- 
tion might rapidly restrict a 
choice of sites, |. 

Furthermore the Navy now 
needs a permanent training base 
for flyers in the St. Louis area, 
he. said, adding that the airport: 
would be laid out so that postwar 
Navy activities at the base would 
not interfere with ultilization of 
the field for commercial airplane 
operations, 

Admiral Discusses Site. 

Adm, Davison said he had formed 
no opinion ag to the best site for a 
sécond St. Louis major airport and 
that he could come to no conclu- 
sion until he had received detailed 
engineering studies of prospective 
locations. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, who 
announced the plan for obtaining 
Federal funds by providing the 
site for use as a Navy training 
station, in a prepared statement 
given out last night before he re- 
turned to St. Louis, said Adm. Da- 
vison was opposed to the Columbia 
Bottoms site. The Mayor ordered 
that plans be made at once by 
Milton M. Kinsey, municipal Di- 
rector of Public Utilities, for acqui- 
sition and development of the Tes- 
son Ferry site, in Southern St.

ITALIAN LEADERS, 
ALLIES CONFER ON 
NEW GOVERNMENT 


Benedetto Groce Suggests 
Regency Under Bado- 
glio for Umberto’s 6- 
Year-Old Son, 


By RELMAN MORIN 
NALES, Oct. 29 (Delayed) (AP). 
—The shelving of both King Vit- 
torio Emanueie and Crown Prince 
Umberto in favor of a regency for 
Umberto’s six-year-old son, the 
Prince of Naples, was proposed for 
Italy today as American and Brit- 
ish representatives conferred with 
a group of the foremost Italian po- 
litical leaders, 

The conferences were believed 
to have dealt with Italy’s future 
government, and afterward Bene- 
detto Croce, historian and perhaps 


the country’s most powerful politi- 
cal figure, suggested in- an inter- 
view that a regency for the boy 
Prince under Premier Pietro Ba- 
doglio was the answer to the need 
for a stronger government than 
Badoglio now heads, 

The nature of the meetings, at- 
tended by American Minister Rob- 
ert Murphy and British Minister 
Harold MacMillan, was not an- 
nounced, but it was believed that 
the organization of an Italian gov- 
ernment in the full sense of the 
word was discussed, 

The presence of Croce, Italy’s 
elder statesman and one of the 
strongest influences in present 
Italian politics, and Count Carlo 
Sforza, former foreign minister 
and anti-Fascist leader, under- 
lined the importance of the con- 
ferences. 

Badoglio in Napleé. 

Premier Badoglio arrived yes- 
terday with Murphy and Mac- 
Millan for his first public appear- 
ance here since the city was freed 
from the Germans, but whether he 
participated in today’s conferences 
was not disclosed. 

Both Murphy and MacMillan 
held long talks with Croce and 
Sforza, and the latter two, who 
have not met since the Count’s 
arrival from the United States, 
are scheduled to confer at Croce’s 
villa at Sofrento tomorrow. 

Murphy and MacMillan were ex- 
pected to return to Algiers over 
the week end to make full reports 
to their governments regarding 
Italian opinion and the general 
Italian situation. 

Italian leaders have agreed 
unanimously that the establish- 
pment of some form of government 
4 with greater prestige and powers 
than Badoglio now commands is 
an immediate necessity, but they 
also agree that any regime can 
be only provisional pending lib- 
eration from the Germans and the 
possibility of consulting the wishes 
of all Italians. 

Croce’s Viewpoint. 

The 77-year-old Croce himself, 
in disclosing for the first time 
that he favors a regency, tended 
to confirm earlier reports that 
both King Vittorio Emanuele and 
the Crown Prince had lost con- 
siderable prestige. 

Throughout his long career as a 
statesman and scholar, Croce has 
been a pronounced Monarchist, but

FIFTH ARMY NOW IN FRONT 
OF MAIN NAZI RIDGE LINE 


British Reach Foot of Mt. 
Massico — Heaviest 
Fighting on Eighth 
Army si Front — For- 
tresses Bomb Genoa.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct, 30 (AP), — Driving 
forward in three important sectors 
in Italy, the Fifth and Eighth 
armies occupied more than 20 
towns and villages and stood poised 
today in positions immediately be- 
fore the massive line which the 
Germans have established as the 
first southern section of their 
fortress of Europe. 

The British with Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark’s Fifth Army occupied 


Mondragone, seacoast town nest- 
Hing under Mount Massico, where 
the Germans have built strong 
positions anchoring the western 
end of their line. Both Germans 
and townsfolk had abandoned the 
town. 

Farther inland, American forces 
took Pietravainaro, which put 
them in a position to threaten the 
flank of the Nazi bastions on 
Mount Massico. 

On the eastern end of the line, 


where the heaviest fighting of the) 


entire front developed, the British 
Eighth Army advanced to take 
Montemitro on the Trigno River 
14 miles inland from the San Salvo 
area where the Eighth holds a 
bridgehead. 

While Allied ground forces thus 
consolidated in front of the great 
mountain barrier on the route to 
Rome, Allied air forces struck 
devastating blows at German 
strength behind the front. 

The main target was Genoa, most 
important industrial center serving 
the Germans in Italy. Great for- 
mations of American Flying Fort- 
resses pounded railyards and ad- 
jacent docks and war factories. It 
was the first time Genoa had been 
bombed in daylight and it was the 
first raid on it by planes from the 
Mediterranean theater. 

Light bomber and fighter-bomb- 
ers slashed at enemy concentra- 
tions and gun positions in the bat- 
tle area and other planes strafed 
Axis shipping.

LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP). — Rus 
sian troops, advancing 22 miles 
across the Nogaisk steppes, 
reached the edge of the Crimea at 
and simultaneously raced to within 
22 miles of its northwestern door 
at Perekop, the last escape route 
for the large German Crimeaa 
armies, 

In one of the most spectacular 
drives of the war the Russians 
thus were ready to seal off the 
great peninsula and within a mat 
ter of hours lay siege to the hun 
dreds of thousands of Germans 
estimated to be still quartered 
there.

This is metal 
enough, WPB said, for “33 Lib- 
erty ships or 2500 medium tanks 
or 7000 155-millimeter guns.” 

2. WPB also stood ready, in 
event of a prolonged strike, to 
bar ornamental street lighting, 
show window and electric adver- 
tising. A spokesman said it 
might be necessary to divert 
some coal stocks of utilities to 
war plants.

Defense Lawyer Accuses 
Barker of Fabricating 
Fingerprint to Use 
Against de Marigny.

* (AP). 
—In a final attack on testimony of 
a key Crown witness, Defense 
Counsel Godfrey S. Higgs, charged 
today that a fingerprint offered to 
convict Alfred de Marigny of the 
murder of his father-in-law, ‘Sir 
Harry Oakes, was “fabricated evi- 
dence.” 
Unable.to shake Capt. James O. 
Barker’s testimony that he found 
fe print’ on a bed séFeeri ‘in the 
death room, Higgs accused the 
American detective of having 
“swept aside the truth” in his “de- 


sire for gain and notoriety.” 

Unruffled, Barker flatly denied: 

the charges. 
Spectators in the Bahamas prvi 
rpreme Court chamber hardly 
breathed as Higgs led up to his 
bitter suggestion by accusing 
Barker of attempting to incite the 
hatred of Lady Eunice Oakes, 
widow of the murdered multimil- 
lionaire, against her son-in-law. 

Even de Marigny seemed re- 
lieved, slumping back on the bench 
in’ the prisoner’s cell with a half- 
smiel on his face, when Higgs 
hurled his final bitter accusation 
and took his seat at the outer 
bar. 

Onlookers immediately began 
filing out of the courtroom, and 
the second week of the dramatic 
trial ended quietly with the read- 
ing by Chief Justice Sir Oscar 
Bedford Daly of the testimony 
given by Barker under Higgs’ prod- 
ding. 

Fingerprint ‘Vital Evidence.’ 

From Barker, Higgs drew the 
statement that the fingerprint— 
exhibit J—is “vital evidence” to 
connect de Marigny with the 
bludgeoning and burning of Oakes 
in a bedroom of his palatial home, 
Westbourne, last July. 

Then he shouted that he doubted 
whether the print actually had 
been lifted from the surface of the 
screen,* reminding that Barker 
himself admitted his inability to 
point to the exact spot from which 
it was taken. 

Higge recalled that Capt. E. W. 
Melchen, also of the Miami police, 
took de Marigny to a room on the 
second floor of Westbourne the 
day after the body was discovered 
and questioned him at length. 

“Did you go to the door of the 
room and ask Melchen if every-

Federal funds by providing the 
site for use as a Navy training 
station, in a prepared ‘statement 
given out last night before he re- 
turned to St. Louis, said Adm.

ITALIAN LEADERS 
ALLIES CONFER ON 


NEW GOVERNMENT 


Benedetto Croce Suggests 
‘Regency Under Bado- 
glio for Umberto’s 6- 
Year-Old Son.

NALES, Oct. 29 (Delayed) (AP). 
—The shelving of both King Vit- 
torio Emanueie and Crown Prince 
Umberto in favor of a regency for 
Umberto’s six-year-old son, the 
Prince of Naples, was proposed for 
Italy today as American and Brit- 
ish representatives conferred with 
a group of the foremost Italian po- 
litical leaders. ; 

The conferences were believed 
to have dealt with Italy’s future 
government, and afterward Bene- 
detto Croce, historian and perhaps 
the country’s most powerful politi- 


cal figure, suggested in an inter- 
view that a regency for the boy 
Prince under Premier Pietro Ba- 
doglio was the answer to the reed 
for a stronger government than 
Badoglio now heads, 

The nature of the meetings, at- 
tended by American Minister Rob- 
ert Murphy and British Minister 
Harold MacMillan, was not an- 
nounced, but it was believed that 
the organization of an Italian gov- 
ernment in the full sense of the 
word was discussed. 

The presence of Croce, Italy’s 
elder statesman and one of the 
strongest influences in present 
Italian politics, and Count Carlo 
Sforza, former foreign ‘minister 
and anti-Fascist leader, under- 
lined the importance of the con- 
ferences. 

Badoglio in Naples. 

Premier Badoglio arrived yes- 
terday with Murphy and Mac- 
Millan for his first public appear- 
ance here since the city was freed 
from the Germans, but whether he 
participated in today’s conferences 
was not disclosed, 

Both Murphy and MacMillan 
held long talks with Croce and 
Sforza, and the latter two, who 
have not met since the Count’s 
arrival from the United States, 
are scheduled to confer at Croce’s 
villa at Sorrento tomorrow. 

Murphy and MacMillan were ex- 
pected to return to Algiers over 
the week end to make full reports 
to their governments regarding 
Italian opinion and the general 
Italian situation. . 

Italian leaders have agreed 
unanimously that the _ establish- 
ment of some form of government 
with greater prestige and powers 
than Badoglio now commands is 
an immediate necessity, but they 
also agree that any regime can 
be only provisional pending lib- 
eration from the Germans and the 
possibility of consulting the wishes 
of all Italians. 

Croce’s Viewpoint. 

The 77-year-old Croce himself, 
in disclosing for the first time 
that he favors a regency, tended 
to confirm earlier reports that 
both King Vittorio Emanuele and 
the Crown Prince had lost con- 
siderable prestige. 

Throughout his long career as a 
statesman and scholar, Croce has 
been a pronounced Monarchist, but

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct, 30 (AP). — Driving 
forward in three important sectors 
in Italy, the Fifth and Eighth 
armies occupied more than 20 
towns and villages and stood poised 
today in positions immediately be- 
fore the massive line which the 
Germans have established as the 
first southern section of their 
fortress of Europe. 

The British with Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark’s Fifth Army occupied 
Mondragone, ‘seacoast town nest- 


lling under Mount Massico, where 
the Germans. have built strong 
positions anchoring the western 
end of their line. Both Germans 
and townsfolk had abandoned the 
town. 

Farther inland, American forces 
took Pietravainaro, which put 
them in a position to threaten the 
flank of the Nazi bastions on 
Mount Massico. 

On the eastern end of the line, 
where the heaviest fighting of the 
entire front developed, the British 
Kighth Army advanced to take 
Montemitro on the Trigno River 
14 miles inland from the San Salvo 
area where the Eighth holds a 
bridgehead.

Berlin’s Propaganda Line. 

Betraying the Nazis’ uneasiness, 
Berlin propaganda took this gen- 
eral line: 

The United States and Britain 
have been “compelled to yield to 
all demands of Moscow,” and have 
lost their grip on the exiled gov- 
ernments of German-occupied 
lands by giving up their insistence 
upon independence of smal] Euro- 
pean states after the war. From 
this, it was argued, Germany would 
“gain new followers.” 

Quoting Stockholm’s Svenska 
Dagbladet, one Nazi broadcast 
said “England and America made 
a detailed proposition to the Soviet 
Union regarding a second front 
with a fixed date” and thus 
“gained the favor of the Soviet 
negotiators.”

New Troopship Like F loating City: 


Air Conditioning 


» KEARNY, N. J., Oct. 30 (AP).— 
The troopships being built at the 
Federal Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Co. plant here, the largest 
passenger craft ever built in the 
New York area, are floating cities 


without windows. 

Specially constructed for the 
Army transport command, each 
hull contains everything an Army 
needs, from a mechanical cow 
which turns powdered milk into 
beverage to machinery for con- 
suming garbage, so that no trail 
will be left behind for enemy sub- 
marines to follow.

Thanksgiving Turkey to Be Higher,

WASHINGTON. Oct. 30 (AP).— 
The country’s Thanksgiving din- 
ner this year will cost $7,500,000 
more than it did last year. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion announced today that the re- 
tail cost of dressed turkeys would 
go up from one-half cent to three 
cents a pound, as the result of 
new ceilings for turkey processors. 
The higher ceilings, it said, were 
necessitated by higher farm prices. 

The War Food Administration 
announced that citrus canneries 
would be required to set aside 
specified percentages of their out- 
put of canned citrus products for

NAPLES, Oct. 29 (Delayed) (AP).

The presence of Croce, Italy’s 
elder statesman and one of the 
strongest influences in present 
Italian politics, and Count Carlo 
Sforza, former foreign minister 
and anti-Fascist leader, under- 
lined the importance of the con- 
ferences.

LONDON, Oct. 31 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Russian troops, advancing 
22 miles across the Nogaisk 
steppes, reached the edge of the 
Crimea at its northwestern en- 
trance yesterday and simultaneous- 
ly raced to within 22 miles of its 
northwestern door at Perekop, the 
last escape route for the large Ger~ 
man Crimean armies. 

In one of the most spectacular 
drives of the war the Russians 
thus were ready to seal off the 
great peninsula and within a mat- 
ter of hours lay siege to the hun- 
dreds of thousands of Germans 
estimated to be still quartered 
there. 

The battle of the Crimea was on. 

150 Towns Taken. 

The northeastern entrance to the 
Crimea was reached with the cap- 
ture of Genichesk, while north- 
westward a second column satrik- 
ing directly toward Perekop cap-~ 
tured the town of Askaniya Nova. 
The Russians swept up 150 more 
towns on the desert steppe. 

The Russian midnight communi- 
que, recorded by the Soviet moni- 
tor here, said Genichesk was taken 
by storm and that 2000 Germans 
were killed in the fighting. 

Considerable quantities of Ger- 
man munitions, equipment and 
stores fell to the Russians. 

To take Genichesk, the Russians 
advanced 56 miles in exactly a 
week since the capture of Meli- 
topol and reached the shores of 
the Sivash or “Putrid” Sea, formed 
by a thin bar of land cutting the 
eastern shore of the Crimea from 
the Sea of Azov. 

Drive On Nikopol. 

While Gen. Feodor Tolbukhin’s 
cavalry-paced columns spread over 
the great southern steppes Jike a 
flood, Gen. Rodion Y. Malinov- 
sky’s Dnieper bend army pushed 
ahead three to five miles toward 
Nikopol, manganese center, and 
Gen. Ivan S. Konev’s troops beat 
off almost continuous counter- 
attacks in the Krivoi Rog area, 
where the Germans were making 
their most desperate bid to stave 
off wholesale disaster on the en- 
tire southern front. 

In the Dnieper bend area 2100 
Germans were reported killed in 
hard-hitting Russian attacks that 
sent the Nazis fleeing in disorder 
in at least one sector.

New Troopship Like Floating City; 


Mechanical Cow; 


Air Conditioning 


KEARNY, N. J., Oct. 30 (AP).— 
The troopships being built at the 
Federal Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Co. plant here, the largest 
passenger craft ever built in the 


New York area, are floating cities 
without windows, 

Specially constructed for the 
Army transport command, each 
hull containg everything an Army 
needs, from a mechafiical cow 
which turns powdered milk into 
beverage to machinery for con- 
suming garbage, so that no trail 
will be left behind for enemy sub- 
marines to follow. 

There are no portholes to be 
blacked out. Air conditioning pro- 
vides ventilation for the men, who 
sleep in tiers four-deep below 
decks. 

Safety devices include removable 
panels in all doors, in case of jam- 
ming, even though the doors are 


mounted outside bulkheads and 
hinges are built to break off if the 
alignment is disturbed. Escape 
hatches the diameter of a man’s 
body connect all compartments, 
and there are large lifeboats to 
carry 135, smaller ones for 70, and 
many Balsa wood life floats, each 
with fire-repellent canvass. 

For swift unloading or the 
“abandon ship” command, wooden 
Jacob’s ladders, rolled up inside 
the promenade deck rail, can be let 
down the ship’s side. 

A modern hospital, complete with 
operating room and wards, js in 
each transport, Battle dressing 
stations are set up throughout the 
ship.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
31 (Sunday) (AP).—Allied invaders 
of tiny Treasury (Mono) Island 
are pushing its few hundred Jap- 
anese defenders toward the north- 
ern tip and seaborne American 

pers who landed on Choi- 
seul, splitting enemy forces there, 
are consolidating their positions. 

These developments in the new- 
ly-opened offensive on the ap- 
proaches to the last big Japanese 
Solomons base of Bougainville were 
announced by headquarters today. 

Belatedly it was disclosed that 
after American and New Zealand 
amphibious troops landed Wednes- 
day on Treasury, 30 miles south 
of Bougainville, 25 Japanese dive 
bombers and fighters tried to in- 
terfere. They were intercepted to 
the north of the eight-mile-long 
island by Lightnings, Kittyhawks 
and Airacobras which shot down 
at least 12. All the interceptors 
returned to their bases. 

Jap Troopship Sunk. 

The report was the first of any 
appreciable enemy air activity in 
the sector where Japanese bases 
were bombed out prior to the in- 
vasions. An indication that the 
Japanese also may be moving in 
reinforcements was given in a re- 
port that north of Bougainville a 
troop-laden coastal vessel was 
bombed and sunk, 

Of the activity on the south- 
western shore of Choiseul, where 
paratroops achieved unopposed 
landings from ships Thursday at a 
village close by a Japanese barge 
staging depot, the communique to- 
day confined itself to “our ground 
troops are consolidating their po- 
sition.” There was no indication 
that any fighting had, occurred yet. 

At South Pacific Headquarters 
of Admiral William F. Halsey, a 
spokesman who elaborated on Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s communique 
said the invaders “continued to 
push enemy forces back.” First 
reports after the landing told of 
the Japanese withdrawing without 
a fight. 

He also amplified the Treasury 
air battle, saying the enemy planes 
appeared in midafternoon where- 
as the landing operations began 
at dawn that morning. The Allied 
interceptors slightly outnumbered 
the enemy. The spokesman made 
no comment on the results of the 
Japanese bombing attempts. 

(Radio Tokyo made the uncon- 
firmed claim that Japanese planes 
sank an American warship.) 

Allied Air Attacks. 

Mounting Allied air might made 
an impressive demonstration of 
how completely the Southwest Pa- 
cific skies now can be covered. 
Planes struck at Japanese ship- 
ping, airdromes and installations 
from Ceram to Choiseul, a apan of 
2000 miles. 

Northwest of Australia, Libera- 
tors sank a 1000-ton cargo ship 
off Ceram and other bombers left 
@ small Japanese cargo vessel off 
the Tanimbars in flames.

775 Jap Planes Destroyed In 
Month In South Pacific. 
ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 31 
(Sunday) (AP).—Seven hundred 
seventy-five Japanese planes were 
destroyed in October in the South- 
west Pacific to run enemy losses 

in four months to 2292, 

The bulk of October’s record 
bag was made in five powerful 
smashes at Rabaul, New Britain, 
where nearly 700 tong of bombs 
were dropped. 

In addition to the 775 destroyed, 
115 probably were destroyed and 
105 damaged. Three hundred three 
enemy planes were destroyed on 
the ground during the month. 

Practically all records for num- 
ber of planes used and tonnage 
of bombs dropped in the Pacific 
war were bettered during October. 

During the month, Allied planes 
in the area sank a Japanese 
cruiser, seven destroyers, five aux- 
iliary warships, 14 merchant ves- 
sels and cargo ships and more 
than 80 barges. 

Another cruiser, a patrol boat, 
a corvette, seven merchant ships 
and 51 barges or coastal vessels 
probably were sunk. Damage was 
inflicted on a ship which appeared 
to be an aircraft carrier, or a 
cruiser, six destroyers, a submar- 
ine, a corvette, 29 merchant ships 
and scores of barges. 


Ideal School in Britain. 

LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP).—Brit- 
ain’s ideal school for the future 
has been established at Ashford, 
Kent, where 800 pupils attending 
North Central school learn every- 
thing from reading and writing 
to farming and instruction about 
motor engines. There are no ex- 
aminations, no punishments and 
no regulations, 
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Dnieper at Kakhovka. The Rus- 
sians thus were swinging into po- 
sition for at least two crossings of 
the river, at Kakhovka and near 
Nikopol where Russian forces 
were beyond Blagovyeschenskoe, 
only five miles from the river.

The Germans 
on the peninsula, which dominates 
the Black Sea, must escape over 
the railway through Perekop to 
Kherson and Nikolaev if they are 
to get out before the Russians 
close the Perekop bottleneck. 

Army on Kerch Strait. 

Threatening the Crimea also was 
the Russian Army of the Caucasus, 
which only a few weeks ago drove 
the last Germans westward across 
the Kerch Strait into the eastern 
Crimea and now stands ready to 
bride that narrow water gap. 
The Crimea, apout the size of 
Vermont, is a land of plains in the 
north, rises to a range of moun- 
tains and falls to a narrow fertile 
strip of land that is known as the 
Riviera of Russia, with bright sun, 
warm sea and mud baths. It was 
used by the Russians* for rest 
homes, many now believed to be 
occupied by German wounded, It 
is also the site of Sevastopol, naval 
base for the Russian Black Sea 
fleet which the Russians defended 
for 245 days in a back-to-the-wall 
resistance that helped keep the 
Germans out of the Caucasian oil 
fields. Sevastopol finally fell to the 
Germans in June, 1942. 


German Comment. 
German commentators denied 
that the Russians had completely 
disrupted the German front, but 
admitted the Soviet offensive “re- 
mains the threat it was yesterday 
and will be tomorrow.” 

So swiftly were the. Russians 
overrurning the desert steppeland 
east of the lower Dnieper that even 
a German broadcast was forced to 
admit “the outcome.of the battle 
is problematical.” 

Paul Winterton, British Broad- 
casting Corporation correspondent 
in Moscow, broadcast that “there 
is no sign of any serious enemy 
stand’ along the whole of the 
Southern Russian front,” and 
spoke of Russian penetrations into 
the German rear causing “the ut- 
most confusion and demoraliza- 
tion. Many enemy troops have 
thrown away their rifles and giv- 
en themselves up.” 

Fresh forces were hurled into 
the fighting in the Dnieper River 
bend—which the Germans referred 
to in a broadcast ag the “Dnieper 
knee.” The battle was the Dit- 
terest around Krivoi Rog where 
the Germans were using masses 
of tanks, dive bombers and heavy 
forces of fighters to reinforce 
masses of counterattacking infan- 
try, .Moscow dispatches said. 

The Russian communique said 
the German tank and infantry 
charges cost the enemy more than 
1000 dead and 53 tanks. 

A German broadcast mentioned 
four Soviet divisions fighting north- 
west of Krivoi Rog but said their 
attacks were beaten back with the 
loss of 43 Russian tanks. The 
Germans spoke of “smart counter- 
attacks” by their troops in the 
“particularly hard fighting” there. 

There were rumors in London 
that the Germans already ‘had 
‘abandoned Krivoi Rog, but the 
German radio said “no operational 
decision has yet been reached in 
the great battle on the southern 
sector of the eastern front.” 

One Berlin radio dispatch—ap- 
parently designed to _ illustrate 
Nazi sang-froid—said: “Works by 
Tschaikowsky were played in the 
town theater of Krivoi Rog by the 
band of a tank regiment. They 
were followed by dance music 
played by a soldier jazz band.” 

The Germans still were pouring 
new troops into the area, for 
Krivoi Rog is the last natural de- 
fense line protecting the low val-

Bul- 
garia, whose masses are pro-Rus- 
sian, has never declared war on 
Russia and has limited its mili- 
tary participation in the war to 
policing the new territories of 
greater Bulgaria, Thrace and 
Macedonia. 

Except for a period of a year 
when Hungarian units near Voro- 
nezh were annihilated by a Rus- 
sian outflanking attack, Hungary’s 
forces in Russia to date have re- 
stricted their activity to fighting 
guerrillas behind the front. Most 


of the rest of the Hungarian army 
ig facing the Rumanian frontier. 
Avoided Full Action. 

Although in 1941 things looked 
good for Germany and for any- 
body who jumped on the German 
bandwagon, Hungary and Bulgaria, 
unlike Rumania, realized that their 
small armies could not stand a 
prolonged war and preferred to 
keep their armies intact for a 
possible mixup in the Balkans 
later. 

Rumania, however, having been 
compelled to cede Transylvania to 
Hungary, was inspired by Ger- 
many to retake Bessarabia by 
driving out the Russians. Things 
went well with the Rumanian 
army as far as Odessa. There the 
Russians were tough and the Ru- 
manians, running out of ammuni- 
tion, suffered extremely heavy 
losses and had to appeal to the 
Germans for guns and tanks.

STILL AVERAGE UNDER 5 PCT. 


8th Air Force Expanded 
Operations During Oc- 
tober, Striking Across 
Reich Into Poland. 


By GLADWIN HILL 
LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP).—The 
United States Eighth Air Force 


significantly expanded the scope 
of its operations in October, mak- 
ing raids from the Atlantic Coast 
to Poland and drawing from the 
German air force its most overt 
admission to date of its depletion: 
Failure to send up a single Nazi 
fighter in two raids on important 
French targets. 

It was a record month for Ger- 
man planes destroyed—more than 
600—as well as in American planes 
lost—174 heavy bombers. 

However, American man power 
losses would run at least three 
times those of the’ Luftwaffe since 
174 Flying Fortresses or Liberators 
would carry 1740 crewmen where- 
as the German planes shot down 
were mostly single-place fighters. 
Furthermore, the American air- 
men who parachute out over ene- 
my territory are made prisoners 
while the Germans who bail out 
are available to fight again. 

Despite several recent heavy 
losses, data compiled by the Asso- 
ciated Press from official and 
other reliable sources indicate that 
tBe Eighth Air Force’s bombing 
campaign is being carried out 
within the 5 per cent casualty 
average considered operationally 
economical. 

Combat losses in about 100 raids 
made since the start of operations 
16 months ago have been about 50 
fighters, 20 medium bombers and 
730 heavy bombers, representing 
roughly $200,000,000 worth of 
equipment and some 6000 flyers, 
of whom it is estimated at least 
half are safe. 

Tolerable Loss Rate. 

The economical 5 per cent loss 
rate does not preclude permissible 
sacrifice against an individual 
target, since military considera- 
tions might warrant the expendi- 
ture of a large portion of the task 
force to wipe out a major objec- 
tive: the rate refers rather to the 
level, considering replacement 
problems, necessary to maintain 
operations in full gear. 

October’s record of 600 German 
planes destroyed and 174 heavy 
bombers lost in seven raids broke 
the August record of 541 German 
craft destroyed and 114 bombers 
lost.

Troublemakers Keep Con- 
stitutional Committee 
From Working Out 


Recommendations. 


STEVENS, HEEGE 
OPPOSE CHANGES 


Some in Group Disposed 
to Return Minority Re- 
port Without Consult- 
ing Others.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 30.— 
Pians for an intelligent solution of 
the economic and social govern- 
ment problems of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County are in a worse 
way in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion than any other subject under 
consideration. 

The condition is due almost en- 
tirely to the failure of the Com- 
mittee on Local Government (St. 
Louis, St. Louls County and Jack- 
gon Count)) to prepare an agenda 
and work in an orderly and de- 
corous manner toward its accom- 
plishment. Sessions of the com- 
mittee, in contrast to all other 
convention committees, are almost 
remindful of the “mob” scenes so 
frequent at meetings of House of 


Representatives committees. 

At its last meeting, the chair- 
man, A. Evans Hughes of Over- 
land, attempting to curb unparlia- 
mentary outbursts of some of the 
members, told the committee that 
it had already been admonished 
by President Blake of the conven- 
tion for its lack of decorum. 

Minority Report Possible. 

Unless the committee gets down 
to work within a very short time 
and shows a disposition to tackle 
its problems in the spirit of a de- 
sire to work toward a settlement, 
instead of a spirit of antagonism 
between members, a few of the 
calmer, more serious, members 
probably will attempt to prepare a 
report for the convention without 
consultation with the trouble mak- 
ers. Such a report could be taken 
to the floor of the convention as 
a minority report. 

That procedure is being dis- 
cussed by a few, who earnestly de- 
sire to have a workable constitu- 
tional provision which will permit 
St. Louis and Kansas City to solve 
the problems which have resulted 
from rapid suburban growth. 

While there has been submitted 
to the convention no proposal au- 
thorizing St. Louis to annex forci- 
bly the county, there are two pro- 
posals, both submitted by former 
Mayor Dickmann which have 
aroused the antagonism of E. Mc- 
Donald Stevens and George F. 
Heege, St. Louis County delegates, 
who are identified with the political 
forces in St. Louis County which 
are opposed to any interference 
with the present separate author- 
ity of the county. 

Present Rules. 

The present Constitution permits 
consolidation of the city and coun- 
ty, permits the county to extend its 
limits to include the city and per- 
mits the city to extend its limits 
to include all or a part of the 
county, but neither of the three 
can be accomplished without a vote 
of approval of the city and the 
county, voting separately. Under 
this an attempt was made by the 
city in 1926 to annex the county, 
but it failed through the refusal 
of the voters in the county to 
approve it. 

Neither of Dickmann’s proposals 
contemplates a repeal of the pres- 
ent constitutional provision, sug- 
gesting additional methods. One 
would authorize the city to annex 
contiguous areas of St. Louis 
County by a vote of the city and 
a vote of the area proposed to 
be annexed, each voting separate- 
ly, but without a vote of the 
county as a whole. 

Under this, if Maplewood, Uni- 
versity City, the Hodiamont area 
or any other area bordering on 
the city desired to become a part 
of the city, it could vote to di- 
vorce itself from the county and 
join the city, with the rest of the 
county having nothing to say 
about it. 

Second Proposal. 

Dickmann’s other proposal con- 
templates a federation of the city 
and any of the municipalities in 
the county by combining in a 
metropolitan district any services 
common to both, such as sewage 
and garbage disposal, health serv- 
ices, airports. Such a metropoli- 
tan district would be a political 
entity, but it would not destroy 
the co-existence of the municipali- 
ties for other governmental pur- 
poses. Apparently under the pro- 
posal there could be, but not nec- 
essarily would be, physical con- 
solidation of the governmental 
units. 

Stevens and Heege are violently 
afptagonistic to the first mentioned 
@f these proposals, that permit- 
ting the city to annex portions of 
the county without the consent of 
the whole county. They term it 
an attempt by the city to rob the 
county of the richest portion of 
{ts tax-paying property, and con- 
tend that if it were successful -the 
county would be unable to obtain 
sufficient revenue to operate. 

They do not “see red” to the 
Same extent when the metropoli- 
tan district idea is brought up, 
but they are not kindly disposed 
toward it.

Brewery Workers Unions Donate 


$23,200 in War Chest Drive 


Contribution, First Substantial Gift to Be 
Announced Comes From,3100 
Members.

Members of four brewery work- 
ers’ unions contributed $23,200 to 
the Greater St, Louis War' Chest 
yesterday—the first substantial 
gift announced in this year’s drive 
for a goal of $5,265,000 for the 
maintenance and operation of 116 
social and war relief agencies in 
the city and county. 


The donation came from 3100 
union members, exclusive of any 
firm, plant, or office solicitation, 
or employe pledge and it is an- 
nounced in advance of tomorrow’s 
first report meeting at noon at 
Hotel DeSoto. The campaign start- 
ed last Thursday and will continue 
to Nov. 19. The amount sought, 
largest ever attempted in St. Louis, 
is $415,000 more than the goal of 
last year’s campaign. 

A break-down of the union’s $23,- 
200 gift showed $10,000 was con- 
tributed by the Beer’ Bottlers’ 
Union, Local 187; $10,000 by the 
Brewers & Maltsters’ Union, Local 
6; $2000 by the Brewery Workers, 
Delivery & Mechanical Depart- 
ments, Oilers and Firemen’s Union, 
Local 43, and $1200 by the Mill & 
Grain Syrup Workers’ Union, Lo- 
cal 259. These unions are not affil- 
iated with either the AFL or CIO. 

Union representatives active in 
the breweries in solicitation of the 
special gift were Jogeph J. Hauser, 
John E. Koehler, Phillip Collins, 
John Rossfield and Lester A, Huss- 
mann. Campaign officials in charge 
of the War Chest’s brewery unit 
are J. Spencer McCourtney of Co- 
lumbia Brewing Co., chairman, and 
Homer Clark of Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., vice-chairman, 

Clarence L, Breuer, area director 
of the National CIO War Relief 
Committee, and John I. Rollings, 
executive secretary of the St. Louis 
Central Trades and Labor Union, 
have issued strong appeals urging 
union support of the War Chest. 

Breuer, in a message to work- 
ers yesterday, said, “The members 
of the CIO must help raise the

. 1940 Contributions. 

“T contributed approximately 
$100,000 in the 1940 campaign,” 
Queeny said, “and that does not 
include the cost of financing public 
opinion surveys by Elmer Roper of 
Fortune Magazine, which I paid, or 
the temporary cut to half-salary 
which I took when I was devoting 
much of my time to the campaign. 

“Early in 1941, when the munici- 
pal campaign was shaping up, I 
went to Judge William Dee Beck- 
er, and told him I would under- 
write his campaign as the party’s 
candidate. I assumed the liability 
for the full expense, about $20,000, 
but contributions met all but $2000 
of this, which I made up.”

EASING CITY COAL 
SHORTAGE IS UPSET 
BY MINE STRIKES 


So Mayor Points Out on 
Return From Washing- 
ton—Plea for Aid. Gets 


‘Flat Assurances.’ 


Although the visit of Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann and other city 
officials to Washington last week 
to obtain a Government directive 
assuring the city of a winter’s sup- 


ply of smokeless coal was “success- 
ful in principle,” the Mayor as- 
serted on his return late yesterday 
that “the solution of our difficul- 
ties is greatly handicapped by the 
new unfavorable element caused by 
the pending coal strike.” 

The Mayor said that he and his 
group ‘received “flat assurances” 
that, after the Great Lakes shi 
ping season closes, existing Gov- 
ernment directives covering the 
shipment of coal from Eastern 
fields “will be révised and St. Louls 
will get its due share.” 

“The public should be warned, 
however,” Mayor Kaufmann said, 
“that the situation is still critical 
and the pending strikes will at 
least temporarily demoralize the 
entire situation, not only in St. 
Louis, but everywhere.” — 

The threat of a national coal 
shortage, he said, means that all 
citizens must conserve in evéry 
way possible “every pound of coal 
they have,’ 

The Mayor pointed out that the 
prevailing Government directives 
interfere greatly with the move- 
ment of coal to St, Louis, adding 
that the eastern shippers desire to 
ship to St. Louis. Revision of the 
directives, he said, would mean a 
full and adequate supply of coal 
available to St, Louis, 

“It’s all up to Washington,” he 
said. 

The Mayor said the long confer- 
ence he had in Washington with 
Solid Fuels Administrator Harold 
L. Ickes would have encouraging 
results. Ickes, he said, was “im- 
pressed by the points we made and 
the facts we offered.” He said 
he and his party received full co- 
operation in their mission from 
Senators Bennett C, Clark? and 
Harry S. Truman, 

Meanwhile, the Post-Dispatch 
was informed yesterday that a 
mine shutdown would not imme- 
diately affect normal operations 
of large industrial users of coal 
here. Most large plants have suf- 
ficient supplies on hand to con- 
tinue for periods ranging from a 
week to several months. 

Most industries have 30-day sup- 
plies in reserve, the amount they

But the same people who en- 
tered the war unwillingly, fought 
without enthusiasm and finally 
came to regard their defeats as 
victories are now not only willing 
but anxious to get back into the 
battle. They finally have some- 
thing to fight for. 

It can be described as political 
and social renaissance, For the 
moment, nothing that even ap- 
proaches thé blueprint stage has 
been reached. There are the 
shadows of the general hope and 
nothing more. The aims and the 
objectives of political parties are 
different. 

But between themselves they 
have already reached one agree- 
ment—to set aside those differ- 
ences temporarily and devote 
themselves as a unit to the ex- 
pulsion of the Germans from Italy. 

Italians who represent every 
shade of political opinion and so- 
cial and economic belief, from 
Monarchist to Communist, are 
talking together today on the most 
immediate problem: How to get 
the nation’s badly depleted re- 
sources back into action. 

On this point the organized 
groups#are in accord. To a lesser 
degree they see eye to eye on two 
other points—the Badoglio Govern- 
ment and the monarchy. 

Party Lineup. 

There are six active political 
parties, and five of them favor 
the abolition of the monarchy and 
the establishment of a _ republic. 
They are the Liberals, the Labor- 
Democrats, the Christian-Demo- 
crats, the Actionists, the Social- 
ists and the Communists. 

Numerically, the Actionists 
probably are superior. Theirs is 
the party of Count Sforza, who 
has been known internationally 
as the leading anti-Fascist. He 
has recently returned to Italy 
from the United States and may 
be the head of the next Italian 


government,

ian republic; control of big busi-

Estimated revenue from the ex- 
tra 5 per cent—40 millions. 


5. A 25 per cent tax on domes- 
tic .telegraph, radio and cable 
messages, as compared to the 
present 15 per cent rate and the 
tentatively proposed 20 per cent 
rate. Added income—15 millions. 
The committee also rescinded its 

previous decision to recommend 
repeal of the present tax on trans- 
portation of property, decided to 
call for retention of the present 
rates, and voted to include parcel 
post. The action would save about 
189 millions from the present tax, 
and inclusion of parcel post would 
add $4,500,000 more. 
Senator Backs Stand. 

Support for the House commit- 
tee’s refusal to accept most of the 
administration’s tax proposals 
came, meantime, from Chairman 
George (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

“I think the Ways and Means 
Committee remdered a service to 
the country in cutting back the 
tax bill from $10,500,000,000 to 
roughly tWo billions,” he told re- 
porters. 

George called for cuts in Gov- 
ernment spending to save five to 
10 billions a year, saying “I think 
it is very clear to the country that 
Congress expects tremination of 
the waste and extravagance of the 
last two or three years.” 

He declared his and other legis- 
lators’ mail is heavy every day with 
citizens’ complaints against waste 
of money, man power, time and 
material. 

Paul Not to Resign Now. 

Randolph Paul, Treasury tax ex- 
pert, said tonight he had “no in- 
tentions at the moment“ of re- 
signing, but declined comment on 
published reports that he might 
take that step as soon as Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau ’-=_—sirreturns 
from a trip to Europe. 

Paul was represented as having 
decided to quit because of differ- 
ences between the Administration 
and Congress over taxes. 

At the time the House Ways and 
Means Committee killed the Treas- 
ury’s $10,500,000,000 revenue plan 
last week, friends said that Paul 
had indicated he would resign as 
soon as the tax problem was settled. 
They quoted him as saying, “I’ve 
handled three tax bills and I think 
that is enough.”

1914. 

The Japanese obtained, however, 
a League of Nations mandate to 
some Pacific islands, including the 
Carolines and Truk, which they 


built into a big naval base after |; 


withdrawing from the League of. 
Nations in 1933. 

Thus, in 1941, the Japanese had 
the use of the strategic Pacific 
islands in attacking the Philip- 
pines and Guam, and the British 
and Dutch possessions in the South 
Pacific. Tsingtao fell into their 
hands early in the war with China. 

The records, titled “Foreign. Re- 

lations of the United States, 1919; 
the Paris. Peace Conference,” sug- 
gest that the sudden ending of the 
war and necessity for a quick set- 
tlement of peace terms may have 
contributed to their subsequent 
lack of durability. 
“Any intelligent approach to an- 
other world settlement must take 
into consideration the errors and 
successes of the last,” the depart- 
ment observed in releasing the vol- 
umes. 

Much argument went on regard- 
ing the extent to which Germany 
should be occupied and how large 
an army she could maintain. The 
French held out for terms which 
they thought would prevent Ger- 
many from ever again becoming a 
military menace. 

President Wilson told one of the 
sessions that, unless German in- 
dustries were reconstituted, it was 
clear that Germany could not pay 
reparations.

IN OAKES CASE

took de Marigny to a room on the 
second floor of Westbourne the 
day after the body was discovered 
and questioned him at length. 

“Did you go to the door of the 
room and ask Melchen if every- 
thing was okay?” Higgs demanded, 
“I did not,” replied the witness. 

“Wasn't exhibit J taken from 
some object in that room?” “Def- 
initely not.” 

“I suggest you and Capt. Mel- 
chen definitely planned to get the 
accused alone to get his finger- 
print.” “No, sir.” 

“IT suggest exhibit J never came 
from that screen.” “It came from 
panel five on that screen.” 

Barker still was calm as Higgs 
came to the final moments of the 
long cross-examination. 

“This is an outstanding case in 
which.your expert assistance is re- 
quired?” Higgs asked Barker. “It 
developed that way.” 

“I suggest that in your desire for 
gain and notoriety you have swept 
aside the truth and substituted 
fabricated evidence.” “That is un- 
true,” 

Trip for Oakes’ Funeral. 

Turning to Barker’s trip. to 
Maine to attend Oakes’ funeral, 
Higgs said: “I suggest that you 
went to Bar Harbor to raise Lady 
Oakes’ hatred against the accused.” 

“I did not,” Barker replied, add- 
ing “and I did not go on my own 
initiative.” He explained that he 
was asked to make the trip by Dr. 
Paul Ellis, Oakes’ brother-in-law. 

Lady Oakes is here awaiting call 
to testify against de Marigny. At 
b preliminary hearing she told of 
family troubles which followed: the 
marriage of ithe twice-divorced, 35- 
year-old yachtsman to the 18-year- 
old Nancy Oakes. 

The daughter has insisted that 
her husband is innocent, and she 
will take the stand in his behalf. 

The fingerprint has been under 
attack by the defense ever since 
Barker testified Thursday that he 
lifted it from the bed screen. First 
Higgs sought to have it thrown out 
of evidence on the ground that it 
is invalid because there is only 
Barker’s uncorroborated word to 
show that it came from the screen, 
and because the impression no 
longer is on the screen for the jury 
to view. 

Decision on Print Up to Jury. 

It is up to the jury to decide 
whether Barker’s testimony is suf- 
ficient evidence that the print was 
found on the screen, Justice Daly 
ruled, and Higgs attacked from a 
new angle. 

Higgs challenged Barker’s quali- 
fication as an expert because the 
officer had served only five months 
as a clerk in the Miami identifica- 
tion bureau before he was named 
superintendent. 

‘Higgs made much of Barker's 
professed inability to point to the 
exact spot on the screen from 
which the print was taken, and 
then sought by experiment to show 
that it was impossible to lift the 
print without also showing on the 
adhesive rubber used for the pur- 
pose markings of the decorations. 

In a brief examination after 
Higgs had finished questioning 
Barker and before court was ad- 
journed for the week end, Attor- 
ney General Eric Hallinan brought 
out that the detective feared the 
print might have been damaged 
had he left it on the screen. 

Melchen and Barker were the 
principal witnesses of a week dur- 
ing which the Crown brought out 
testimony that de Marigny had 
singed and curled hairs, on his 
hands and arms after the killing, 
that he was unable to produce the 
shirt he told of wearing on the 
fatal night, and that he admitted 
hatred for his father-in-law. 

It is to the fingerprint that Hal- 


| 


linan looks for a keystone to hold 
together the structure of the case. 

Higgs questioned Barker at 
length today about conversations 
he held with Lady Oakes and 
Nancy de Marigny after the killing. 

“Did you or Capt, Melchen tell 
Lady Oakes that the assailant 
picked up a stick in the garage, 
went upstairs and hit Sir Harry, 
and fired the bed with the use of 
insecticide?” Higgs asked. “Did 
you say that Sir Harry was re- 
vived by the flames and attempted 
to fight the attacker?” 

Barker’s denial was emphatic. 

He also denied that he said the 
screen was upset and righted by 
the attacker, or that many finger- 
prints of de Marigny were found. 

Higgs asked @ Whether he told 
Mrs. de Marigny the arrest was 
made after very careful considera- 
tion and-there was no question 
but that de Marigny either com- 
mitted the crime or was in the 
bedroom at the time. 

“Tl very definitely did not say 
that,” Barker commented. 

De Marigny still was calm and 
apparently carefree after hearing 
the long recitals of the evidence 
against him.

Resolution Being Inter- 
preted for Peace Nego- 
tiators, Though Lan- 
guage Is Unchanged. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Without any substantial prospects 
of changing a word or inserting an 
“an,” a week’s debate on the Con- 
nally resolution has erected six 
signposts for negotiators of the 
peace treaty to read in gauging 
the Senate’s attitude toward post- 
war foreign policy, 

These.six major points ,.all were 
supplied by members of a Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee 
which produced the resolution as 
the framers’ interpretations. of the 
Connally proposal,: which would 
pledge the United States to join 
with “free and sovereign nations 
in the establishment and mainte- 
nance of. international authority 
with power to prevent aggression 
and to preserve the peace of the 


» | world,” : 


More Interpretations Likely 
Debate will be resumed Mon- 


“|day and additional interpretations 
“|may be brought out; Those. made 
(|thus far say that the resolution— 


1. Does not envision the forma- 


tion of a world super-state in 
which the United States would 
lose its sovereign identity. 

2. Invites all “free and s0v- 
ereign nations” to join in collabo- 
ation to preserve future peace; 
but this does not include France 
until it is “liberated,” nor India 
in its present status; and there 
is a question about the participa- 
tion of Canada and New Zealand. 

3. Provides for the use of 
mental, moral and physical pow- 
er to prevent future aggression, 
including military force, but 
leaves the question of a world 
police force up to future develop- 


ii ments. 


4. Does not approve any treaty 
in advance, and leaves all mem- 
bers free to vote as their con- 
sciences dictate on foreign policy 
proposals. : 

5. Opens the way to use of any 
existing agency, such as a League 
of Nations, for the projected col- 
laborationist movement, but does 
not preclude the formation of an 
entirely new organization, 

6. Does not suggest any military 
alliances, but keeps intact the 
Senate’s future right to pass on 
any alliances the executive may 
wish to enter. 


Adoption Predicted. 
Adoption of the resolution with- 
out any matefial changes in its 
wording has been forecast. If 
that happens, what its authors 


have said in debate probably will 
be accepted generally as express- 
ing the Senate’s intent® and pur- 
pose in making the declaration. 
‘Here is whai they said about 
the various points involved: 

Super-State, — Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan: ‘“Sover- 
eignty denies our disappearance 
in any world government of a 
world state. It does not deny, it 
does not hamper our legitimate 
and effectual co-operation with 
other nations ...to..,. end ag- 
gression.” 


Free and Sovereign Nations. — 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas: 
“All free and sovereign nations are 
eligible. Everyone knows that 
when France is free, when this 


war is won and France is liberated 
and\she assumes again in her own 
right the powers of government... 
she will be eligible.” : 

Senator ‘Gillette (Dem.), Iowa> 
“India, which is not a common- 
wealth, has not the status of a 
commonwealth, is not a free and 
sovereign nation . , . could not be 
a party to such a compact as is 
envisioned. There could be an in- 
terpretation of the words ‘free and 
sovereign nations’ in a future or- 
ganization that would exclude 
them (Canada and New Zealand). 
Personally,

Power — *Corinally: “Power in- 
cludes mental power. There is the 
world court and there are other 
agencies for discussing and set- 
tling problems by mental pro- 
cesses.

Senator White (Rep.), Maine: 
“The future must answer as to 
whether we have an international 
police force or not. Personally, I 
believe that if we are to do this 
job effectively in future years, 
there must be a military force to 
effectuate the conclusions at 
which the governing body may ar- 
rive.” 

Treaty Approval — Vandenberg: 
“There is absolutely and totally. 
nothing in the resolution which in 
my opinion—and I am confident 
in the unanimous opinion of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee—authorizes eny treaty com- 
mitment without the due constitu- 
tional’ process ....” 

Alliances — Senator ‘Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah (responding to state- 
ment by Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minn.), that under the Connally 
resolution the President could en- 
ter into alliances with other 
countries): “He could not do such 
a thing, of course. He would have 
to come to the Senate, and the 
proposal would have to be consid- 
ered by the Senate.”

out, 

Depositions Would Aid State. 

Witnesses in some criminal 
cases have disappeared, been mur- 
dered or have changed their ver- 
sions of the facts, Freund recalled, 
declaring that granting to the 
State of the right to take deposi- 
tions prior to trial would lessen 
the number of such. instances. 
“The threats against the lives of 
witnesses, or bribery or intimida- 
tion will be less frequent,” he said, 
“because a wititess has been com- 
mitted to a statement of facts 
which can be used in the event 
he cannot be present.” 

Present State laws permit de- 
fendants to take depositions in 
criminal cases, but the State is 
not accorded the same privilege, 
Freund said, He added that a

Roosevelt Tells Business| £-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Several elaborate blueprints for 
Federal postwar planning have 


been laid before White House of-| | 


ficals, but indications now are that 
President Roosevelt may abandon 
all of them for an informal, piece- 
meal policy-making done more or 
less jointly by government, busi- 
nes, labor and agriculture. | 

The President Wednesday creat- 
ed a war advisory council of busi- 
ness men in a move widely inter- 


preted as a bid for close industry- 
business co-operation with the ad- 
ministration during the closing 
months of the war and in the post- 
war era as production shifts back 
to peacetime goods. 

Lack of Funds Cited. 

In their initial meeting, Roose- 
velt told the cight business and in- 
dustrial leaders he had summoned 
that since Congress eliminated the 
National Resources Planning Board 
several months ago he has no over- 
all long-range planning agency and 
no funds with which to do such 
work. 

Congress, Roosevelt is reported 
to have added, often moves by 
trends and the present trend ap- 
pears unfavorable to basic admin- 
istration planning. 

Consequently, several of the 
business men came away with the 
feeling, later expressed, that pres- 
ent government efforts to arrange 
for returning the country to a 
peace economy are developing with- 
out much co-ordination and will 
continue to do so unless the Pres- 
ident and his assistants, already 
burdened with immediate problems 
of the war, can find time to do 
the job. 

Specific Problems. 

Roosevelt gave the business men 
specific problems on which he 
asked them to advise. One esti- 
mate is that there were 18 dif- 
ferent problems in the _ bunch. 
The group will report back to him 
with specific proposals on several 
of the most urgent of these mat- 
ters Nov. 22. , 

One of these initiz] proposals 
will be on termination of war con- 
tracts held by about 100,000 prime 
war producers and more than a 
million subcontractors. Govern- 
ment and business agree that speed 
in this work is essential once peace 
is won. 

The business men made it clear 
to the President that many pri- 
vate concerns are laying their own 
plans for postwar production; and 
that organizations like the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the National 
Association of Manufacturers, as 
well as labor and farm organiza- 
tions and Government agencies are 
studying phases of readjustment. 

The missing piece in all this, 
some of the President’s business 
advisers agreed, is an agency to fit 
together the work of Federal of- 
fices and private advisory groups 
on contract termination, Army and 
Navy demobilization, postwar jobs 
and unemployment, public works, 
loans and the like. 

Byrnes as Co-ordinator. 

The business men gained the im- 
pression that the White House it- 
self probably would be the clear- 
ing house with War Mobilization 
Director James F,. Byrnes actually 
putting the pieces together. The 
President asked Byrnes about two 
weeks ago to set up an inter-

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has obtained a full settlement 
of between $7000 and $8000 on a 
demand for treble damages, from 
the Laclede Packing Co. for vi- 
olations of the ceiling prices on 
certain cuts of beef, it was dis- 
closed yesterday. 

Taylor Sandison, district OPA 
enforcement attorney, said the 
out-of-court settlement was based 
on charges that the packing firm 
had sold cuts of rib-beef to hotels 
and restatrants at 5 cents a pound 
above the ceiling price for that 
type of meat. The penalty was

The rib beef, which had not 
been cut into small enough sec- 
tions to meet OPA specifications, 
were sold as fabricated cuts in-

stead of wholesale cuts between 
last Dec. 16 and May 31, Sandison 
said. . 

Paul M. Berwitz Jr., secretary 
and attorney for the company, 
said the complaint grew from a 
misinterpretation of OPA regula- 
tions as to what constituted fabri- 
cated or wholesale cuts, “We have 
never agreed that the OPA was 
right in its interpretation, but 
paid the penalty rather than en- 
gage in expensive litigation,” he 
said. 

The hotels and restaurants also 
violated OPA regulations by pur- 
chasing the meat above ceiling 
prices, Sandison said in letters he 
wrote them warning them _ to 
guard against that in the future.

Syphilis was established with certainty after the Spanish sailors landed in Barcelona, 
upon their return from Haiti in 1493. It reached Italy with the army of Charles Vill 
and spread throughout Europe. It has been studied constantly ever since. But it 
was not until 1905 that the germ was identified and specific methods of treatment 
discovered that promise complete control. 


Syphilis is @ dangerous and very contagious disease. In many cases it makes its 
presence known to the person infected within a short time after It is contracted, 
but not always. A person may have the disease for years and never know it. The 
disease is spread by passage of the syphilis germ from one person to another, 


Warning of the disease's presence often comes in the appearance of a sore or skin 
eruption which develops from 10 days to three weeks after exposure. However, such 
warning is not always given. It is possible for a man or woman to have syphilis for 
years with never an outward sign. 


Only a doctor with the aid of a microscope can definitely tell whether a skin sign 
indicates the presence of syphilis. Where there are no such signs only a blood test 
will reveal its presence. Therefore, it is important where any suspicion of infeetion 
exists to consult a physician without delay. 


Even without treatment these skin signs may disappear. That does not indicate 


freedom from the disease. The signs will reappear for syphilis is still there. Other 
symptoms are fever, headache and sore throat, often very slight. Years after these 
signs are gone syphilis may strike again at the untreated person and lead to heart 
disease, blindness or insanity. 


The first can be corrected if people will realize that modern 
medicine has positive cures for both syphilis and gonorrhea. 


The ignorant must be educated... 


The promiscuous carrier must be avoided and apprehended 
to check the spread of these diseases. And more adequate 
social protective measures. must be available for youth.

“If we have not the capacity to do this small fraction of the 
whole task and do it well, how can we hope for success on the 
far-flung ultimate issues ?” 


THE CRIPPLER 


Gonorrhea not only is a dangerous, highly contagious disease that is very painful, 
but it can, and frequently does cause blindness and can cripple an untreated person 
for life. It is the result of contact between a person already. infected and one free 
of the disease. : 


More people suffer from gonorrhea than from any of the other dangerous diseases. 
Health statistics show that more than 5,000,000 persons in the United States are 
infected. Cases of syphilis are estimated at 3,200,000. 


Gonorrhea has been regarded too lightly. 


A tiny germ is the cause. A person may have gonorrhea several times. If untreated 
it rapidly develops to a stage where many complications result. 


Gonorrhea and syphilis are two different diseases. They may appear in the same 
person at the same time, but one does not lead to the other. Neither will any strain 
or heavy lifting result in gonorrhea.

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NOTRE DAME SINKS NAVY, 33-6; 


BERTELLI PASSES FOR 3 


TOUCHDOWNS 
ONE HIMSELF 


AND SCORES 
BEFORE 82,000 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 30 (AP).—Notre Dame’s mighty Irish took 


a long stride toward the national 


championship and their first per- 


fect football season since 1930 as they smothered hitherto unbeaten- 
untied Navy, 33 to 6, today before 82,000 fans in Cleveland’s jammed 


Lakefront stadium. 


It was the sixth straight victory, 


for the South Bend team, and it 
gave the Irish 261 points to 31 for 
the combined opposition. 


The victory belonged to Notre | fiont 
Dame, but the story belongs to/| white 


“Accurate Angelo” Bertelli, the 173- 
pound quarterback and passer 
deluxe, who sang his collegiate 
swan song, for the duration at 
least, loud enough for the world to 
hear, ' 

If ever anyone came up with a 
story-book finish, Bertelli did it 
today, on the eve of reporting to 
Parris Island, S. C., for further 
training with the Marines. 

“Accurate Angelo” passed eight 
times. Five of them were com- 
pleted, three for touchdowns—and 
they were the first three markers, 
which put the game on ice ‘and 
brought his scoring pitches for the 
season to 11. He scored the final 
touchdown himself, and between 
his passing and plunging he found 
time to kick three extra points 
from placement, 

On top of all that, the tall, blond 
kid was the magician who made 
Notre Dame's “T” formation leger- 
demain work for 13 first downs by 
rushing and a total of 323 yards. 

So completely did Notre Dame 
smother Navy’s ground attack that 
the Middies wound up with a net 
loss of seven yards via rushing. 
They had eight first downs, all 
but one through the air, as Hal 
Hamberg, aided occasionally by a 
mate, completed eight of tosses 
for 188 yards. 

100 Yards on Two Pass Plays. 

The Notre Dames struck after a 
punt exchange early in the first 
period. Wtih the ball on Navy’s 
48, Bertelli passed to Halfback Ju- 
lius Rykovich, who scored without 
a hand touching him. 

At the start of the second period, 
Bertelli connected for a six-yard 
pass and an eight-yarder and made 
it three in a row with a long one 
to Creighton Miller, the pass and 
run covering 52 yards for another 
touchdown. Three times Miller was 
,bottled up, but shook over tacklers 
to score. 

Then Navy started moving, as 
Hamberg connected on three of 
four passes for the lone Middie 
touchdown. He threw a seven- 
yarder to Sub Back Bill Barron, a 
l4-yarder to Hillis Hume, and 
picked Barron out of a mass of 
Notre Dame defenders and hit 
him for the touchdown. 

Substitute Runs 72 Yards. 

A three-yard pass from Bertelli 
to End John Yonakor on the fifth 
play of the third period gave Notre 
Dame its third score, after Full- 
back Jim Mello ran for 38 and Mil- 
ler for 25 on consecutive plays. 
Late in the same session Mello in- 
tercepted a pass on his own 40 and 
reached the six before being 
hauled down, Miller finally plung- 
ing three yards for the touchdown. 

The last marker came late in the 
contest, Bertelli plunging over 
from the two after Vic Kulbitski, 
sub fullback, scampered around 
his left end for 72 yards to the 
Middie six, where Jim Pettit 
caught him from behind. 

Today’s defeat was the worst 
ever suffered by Navy at the hands 
of the scrapping Irish and gave 
Notre Dame 14 victories against 
three defeats in the long series

WINNEPEG, Manitoba, Canada, Oct. 30.—The mass of this year’s 
greatly increased crop of canvasback and redhead ducks have left 
the Western Canada duck factory on their southward migration. Con- 
siderable concentrations are still here, and may stay untij a real cold 
enap breaks this fall's unusually long “Indian summer.” 


For years, canvasbacks have as4 
Sembled in great numbers on the 
marshes south of Lake Manitoba 
and Lake Winnipeg. Punctually, 
on Oct. 15 their formations roll 
away southward, some down the 
central flyway, more down the 
Mississippi flyway, and even more 
Gown the Atlantic flyway. 

This year, fall weather has been 
finer than most “oldest inhabi- 
tants” ever recall. The canvas- 
backs delayed. Two or three cold 
snaps have threatened to break 
the salubrity of this Indian sum- 
mer October. Each hard frost and 
storm has sent numbers of canvas- 
backs on their way. The great 
bulk of this species has gone. 

There are still considerable 
mumbers of redheads at Win- 
nipegosis, Delta and =in_ the 
nmnumberless waters of the “Pot- 
hole” country, around Minnedosa, 
and north to Riding Mountain Na- 
tional Park and west into Sas- 
katchewan. Every additional day 
of good weather will see late- 
hatched ducklings readying for 
their first long southward hike. If 
freeze-up blizzards hold off anoth- 
er 10 days, even later redhead 
broods should be able to escape 
oncoming winter.

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ROOSEVELT'S AID 
IN Tht NEWSPRINT 
SHORTAGE SOUGHT 


Congressman Boren Asks 
Him to Require Agen- 
cies to Co-operate in 
Meeting Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP), — 
Chairman Boren (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, of the House Newsprint In- 
vestigating Committee has ap- 
pealed to President Roosevelt to 
require Government agencies to 
co-operate with his committee in 
meeting and solving the news- 


print shortage, which he asserted { 


is growing worst so rapidly “as to 
threaten continuation of a free 


press.” 

“The co-operation received by 
this committee from the various 
agencies of government under the 
executive department has not been 
all that might have been expected,” 
Boren wrote the President. 
While the War Manpower Commis- 
sion has declared wood cutting an 
essential industry, selective service 
has given but little aid through the 
extension of proper deferments to 
woodcutters.” 

Some branches of the War Pro- 
duction Board have co-operated 
fully while others have failed to 
give any assistance in increasing 
newsprint and paper’. supplies 
through reconversion and use of 
waste paper in manufacturing 
processes, Boren complained. 

Saying his committee had made 
thorough investigations in the 
United States and Canada, Boren 
asserted, “the only element in pa- 
per production found to be lacking 
is the man power in the woods to 
cut the pulpwood.” 

He said the committee suggested 
the following steps: 

That selective service give 
greater consideration to defer- 
ment of skilled woodsmen. _ 

That WMC provide for the re- 
turn and reassignment to forests 
of wood cutters now working in 
less essential occupation. 

The use of prisoners of war in 
pulpwood production where pos- 
sible. 

Furloughing from military 
service of a sufficient number of 
woodsmen to guarantee neces- 
sary pulpwood production. 

Use of the President's office 
in obtaining from Canada co- 
operation in increasing pulp- 
wood and paper production in 
that country. 

A national appeal to American 
farmers to supply as much pulp- 
wood as possible from their own 
woodlots and to devote as much 
of their time as they can to the 
cutting of wood in nearby for- 
ests. ‘ 

A nationwide campaign empha- 
sizing the need for paper con- 
servation. 

Expansion of the present paper 
salvage campaign, encourage- 
ment of American paper pro- 
duction and more reconversion 
and use of waste paper in manu- 
facturing newsprint. 

Boren added in his letter to the 
President: 

“The committee is confident that 
with your aid and the co-opera-; 
tion of all branches of Govern- 
ment, material relief can be ob 
tained from the present shortage 
of newsprint and paper, and a 
more serious shortage can be 
averted.” 


Advertising Space Rationing by 
Jan. 1 Predicted. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP). — 
Editor and Publisher, newspaper 
trade magazine, said today after 
a survey of 25 cities that voluntary 
rationing of newspaper advertising 
space was indicated by the first 
of the year. Such restriction would 
be a direct result of limitations on 
use of newsprint paper, imposed 
by the War Production Board. 

Editor and Publisher said replies 
to its survey were “practically 
unanimous” that some form of 
space rationing would be needed.

A more recent example, though a less 
obvious one, is the re-creation of this 
man as a liberal. No man could desire 
more effective publicity than has been 
tendered him by the noisy denunciation 
by his original sponsors and the widely 
published attempts to read him out of 
the party in various ways for no one 
knows what.

First Step in the Senate 


The United States Constitution provides that 
the President “shall have power, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to make trea- 
ties, provided two-thirds of the Senators present 
concur,” 

Looking toward the day when the President 
participates in the making of the postwar trea- 
ties, the Senate has begun debate on what ad- 
vice it shall give him. The first piece of advice 
under consideration is the Connally resolution, 
recently approved by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee by a vote of 20 to 2. Some time 
after decision on this is reached will, come the 
actual treaty-making. Next will come the crucial 
step—the Senate debate on the treaty itself. 

It thus is clear that the current debate is mere! 
ly the first step in the Senate’s vastly responsible 
function of passing on the treaties which will 
mold the shape of the world in which we and our 
descendants will live after peace returns. 

The dismal annals of the Senate debates on 
the treaties that followed World War I, recalled 
in an article on the first page of this section, 
are a warning to the country today. History 
points up the vital necessity for the most careful 
sort of procedure in order that American partici- 
pation in collective security shall not be blocked 
again. 3 

Realization of the need for such procedure ac- 
counts for the exceedingly broad character of the 
resolution now before the Senate. The document 
is no blueprint of the postwar world. It is no 
specific directive for the President. It is not leg- 
islation, for it is not legally binding on any- 
body. The resolution was not intended to be 
any of these things, It was intended merely to 
carry out the constitutional provision, of giving 
advice to the President, and to convey the sense 
of what the Senate majority thinks should be the 
general American objective in helping frame the 
peace. The resolution reads as follows: 


Resolved, That the: war against all our 
enemies be waged until complete victory is 
- achieved. 

That the United States co-operate with its 
comrades-in-arms in securing a just and hon- 
orable peace. 

That the United States,mcting through its 
constitutional processes, join with free and 
sovereign nations in the establishment and 
maintenance of international authority with 
power to prevent aggression and to preserve 
the peace of the world. 


No loyal American can disagree with the first 
two paragraphs, The necessity for international 
co-operation has been made so plain by the events 
of the last few years that few citizens any longer 
deny that some sort of international setup for 
preserving peace is. necessary. Just what form 
that setup will take cannot be known at this 
time. The Connally resolution is so broad that 
it will cover any one of the numerous possibif- 
ities for world co-operation that may be agreed 
upon at the treaty table. 

Then why all the oratory? For one thing, be- 
cause debate of this beginning step toward post- 
war agreement is highly desirable. It is impor- 
tant that all varieties of opinion be aired, in the 
democratic fashion. The debate has not dis- 
turbed world equilibrium, as some Senators 
feared when they sought to forestall it. 

However, one phase of the debate has not been 
helpful: the endeavor to read all manner of sin- 
ister meanings into this simple and forthright 
document. Some Senators have literally torn it 
to pieces with their questions about what each 
word means. What, they ask, is a free nation? 
What is a sovereign nation? Why doesn’t the 
resolution say “all free amd sovereign nations’? 
What is international authority? Why doesn’t 
it say “an international authority’? Senator 
Danaher of Connecticut actually introduced an 
elaborate amendment defining every key word of 
the text, which led Senator Connally to ask 
whether Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary would 
not be a suitable appendix. 

All this concern over the wording of a docu- 
ment that is not intended to be specific hag its 
dangers. It may divert attention from the essen- 
tial point of merely getting the Senate on record 
with a general statement favoring world co-op- 
eration. It may lead the advocates of special 
plans to press prematurely for their inclusion, 
and thus launch a partisan debate that will bring 
deadlock and frustration. : 

The Connally resolution’s very simplicity is its 
virtue, It represents the lowest common denom- 
inator of national opinion—the overwhelming 
popular desire for some form of co-operation that 
will avert the tragedies and agony of a world 
war in every generation. | 

The Senate’s business now is to convey this 
simple truth to the President, the future treaty 
conferees and‘to our allies. Without doing vio- 
lence to the principle of free debate, it should

Those who never learn continue furtive sniping 
at the Securities and Exchange Commission. - 
Rare is the leader in business or in politics 
who would take responsibility for abolishing the 
SEC.

In the name of “venture 
capital,” would they have ambitious but ill-in- 
formed persons fleeced of their life savings in 
all sorts of wild-cat schemes? Would they per- 
mit the unloading of phantom securities by the 
ton on widows and orphans? 

The people know what SEC has accomplished, 
‘If its officials have erred at times, it hag been 
on the side of gafety for those who turn their 
labor into capital. The cries of the financial 
sharps, those who would fatten on the savings 
of the masses, aré the testimonial of the high 
value of the SEC to the common man. 

If President Roosevelt would keep the SEC 
strong and dedicated to the people’s welfare, let 
him take care that it remains in the hands of 
administrators devoted to its purpose. Wisely 
administered, it will stand as a rock against all 
critics, come Democrat or Republican in the 
White House,

But equally it is the duty 
of those seeking a Republican victory not ° 
to make Anglo-American collaboration an 
issue in the election. 


It is obvious, from the winds of doctrine 
blowing, that some of Roosevelt’s opponents 
find it hard to resist the temptation to make 
Britain an issue in the campaign. It is an 
elementary test both of political maturity 
and intellectual decency not to yield to the 
impulse, 


LONDON “(By Wireless). 


It is wholly impossible in the future for 
isolationism to be a feature of American 
policy, just as Great Britain is now bound 
to be a center of world affairs. That is for 
the simple reason that this universe of ours 
is one and indivisible. I suspect that even 
Col. McCormick appreciates the significance 
of Dakar, China, Malaya, Greenland, Iceland, 
the South American countries, Neither you 
nor we can honestly pretend that we will 
not be affected by the shape of their future. 


It is inevitable that we should either try 
to work out an international policy based 
on common postulates or, in the McCormick 
manner, go snarling at each other to no 
other advantage except those which made 
possible the Second World War. 


Since it is really elementary common 
sense that we should try to build upon the 
things we have in common instead of the 
things our traditions make us see differ- 
ently, it is inevitable that there should be 
mutual criticism. One of the things it is 
most urgent for both our peoples to learn 
is the sheer folly of excessive sensitiveness 
in either of us about the other’s comments. 


We must learn to laugh at each other, 
learn the great art of friendly recrimina- 
tion, learn that a statement by a politician 
on some habit or policy in each other’s life 
is not a chapter of a Phillips Oppenheim 
mystery story being woven in Foreign Of- 
fice or State Department in which one gov- 
ernment makes a secret effort to outsmart 
the other. 


The things we have to do together in this 
war are not things that anyone is entitled 
to exploit. For they are not an effort in 
which each of us, so to speak, is trying to 
push the other into raising his subscription; 
each of us is sharing a common task in 
which it is a mean, poor thing for either to 
give less than all. When our sons sail, 
fight and die together, those looking for a 
chance of making this, that or the other 
thing a source of ill will seem to me to be- 
tray the dead. 


What Good Will Requires 


Of course, every nation has its lunafic 
fringe. We should no more think of judg- 
ing America by McCormick or the Cliveden 
Set in Washington than we would wish 
America to judge us by our Col. Blimps or 
Oswald Maley. 

What matters between us Is the existence 
of a body of common problems which can 
only be solved by an assumption of good 
will, That means two needs: First, we 
should know each other in more than a 
superficial way; second, we should not go 
on the prowl] looking for insults, real or 
fancied, that can be exploited, 

It will not be easy. Americans like. the 
tradition of us as skillful, polished scoun. 
drels in the diplomatic field, just as they 
like to think of themselves as Simple Si- 
mons born to be victimized. 

I doubt whether even William Jennings 
Bryan was more pathetically anxious to be 
deceived than Neville Chamberlain. And 
whoever was deceived while he was in 
charge of Downing Street, it was not Roose- 
velt. Englishmen are remembering that 
rather ruefully just now.

The Senate cannot fail to pass this bill 
without dealing a serious blow to one of 
our allies—and thus to ourselves and the 
whole United Nations cause. If the bill is 
enacted speedily and overwhelmingly, as it 
should be, it will do much to cement the 
good relations between China and the Unit- 
ed States and to spur the war effort in the 
Far East. 

These are considerations which, of them- 
selves, should insure its prompt passage.

The Senate now has before it a simple 
proposal, already passed by the House, to 
put Chinese on a parity with other peoples 
under our immigration laws.

All it would do would 
be to put them under a quota system for 
immigration—the same system that applies 
to Frenchmen, Norwegians or Russians, At 
most, 107 Chinese would be permitted to 
enter this country in the course of a year.

Writes a Tense, Vehement Book 


“The Serbs Choose War,’’ by Ruth Mitchell. (Dou 
bleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. ¥.) 

This is primarily Ruth Mitchell’s own 
“Out of the Night” account of her activities 
as a Chetnik under Gen, Mihailovic and her 
internment later as a prisoner of the Ger- 
mans, I haven't read anything as grim 
since Jan Valtin’s disputed record of his 
treatment at the hands of the Nazis. 

The same forceful writing, intense with 
purpose and vehemence, is here. For Gen. 
Billy Mitchell's sister has witnessed in- 
human torture and suffering in Yugoslavia 
—misery, however, transcended aimost in- 
variably by the Serbs’ unfaltering courage. 
She herself was fortunate enough to be an 
exchange prisoner and has returned to 
America with a Cause: the rehabilitation of 
her beloved Serbs, who were the first to 
resist the Nazi oppressors. * 

> * . 

It all started out pleasantly enough six 
years ago, when Ruth Mitchell, en route to 
the Far East, stopped off to photograph 
the wedding of King Zeg in Albania. Con- 
trary to her plans, she stayed four years. 
She crossed into Yugoslavia to collect Ser- 
bian folk tales and became so absorbed in 
the Yugoslav political struggle that she 
joined the Chetniks, the only American 
woman ever to belong. When she took her 
oath of allegiance, her name was biotted 
from the organization's register, as that 
meant she was already as good as dead. 

When the Germans came, she had to dis- 
ecard her Chetnik uniform, but continued to 
gather information behind the lines until 
the Nazis arrested her. The last half of 
her book is given over to graphic reporting 
on the horrors of her prison life in Bel- 
grade and many other Nazi prisons, As a 
consequence of what she saw and heard, 
there ig not one ounce of mercy left in Ruth 
Mitchell. She writes: 

“It was a national 
wholehearted support that produced this 
German fiendishness. I say that every Ger- 
man in Germany is guilty of every atrocity.”

War Correspondent Talks to Many of Men at 
Cargo Plane Bases on Island—Several 
From City Among Those Decorated for 
Bravery in Missions Over Combat Areas.

NEW GUINEA (By Airmail.) 


N a recent letter of commendation to officers and men of the 
United States Army Air Forces Troop Carrier Group stationed 
in this area, Gen. George C. Kenney stated that without the cour- 


age, efficiency and whole-hearted devotion of those who fly and 
maintain the Douglas cargo ships between Australia and bases with- 
in a few miles of enemy outposts, the offensive war in the Southwest 
Pacific could not have been successfully prosecuted. d 


In an cxclusive interview with 
the Post-Dispatch war correspond- 
ent, he said: “I flew with our 
troops during the Lae paratroop 
operations; the smooth co-ordina- 
tion of the troop carrier squadrons 
during that mission was one of 
the most inspiring sights I’ve ever 
witnessed.” 

One cannot fully appreciate the 
significance of Gen. Kenney’s com- 
ment unless he has seen for him- 
self the conditions under which 
we are fighting the war in New 
Guinea. Until recently, every 
pound of food, every weapon, every 
man, had to be flown across the 
impassable Owen Stanley range, 
where a single trail winds through 
the jungle to altitudes thousands 
of feet above sea level and is used 
only by wandering tribesmen of 
the hill country. 

Even today, more than a year 
and a half since American forces 
landed on this island, most of our 
communication with the forward 
areas is handled by the troop car- 
riers. Supplies are dropped to 
advance patrols in the jungle, men 
and materiel are ferried to places 
that would take weeks to reach 
overland: wounded are brought 
safely back to base hospitals, and 
lost airmen are rescued from wild 
beaches along the coast. 


Perilous Task. 

And this work, a 24-hour-per-day 
job, is carried out by men flying 
siow planes, designed for normal 
flying conditions in civil aviation, 
often without fighter escort, and 
over terrain and through weather 
that would make the hair of a 
commercial airline pilot stand on 
end. These are the men who keep 
the wheels of our war machine 
turning, and who will one day 
man the skyliners of a world at 
peace. 

From cook to pilot, boys of Mis- 
souri and their neighbors across 
the Mississippi, from St. Louis, 
from the villages, from the farms, 
boys who used to gaze upward in 
wonder and admiration at the 
sleek silver planes that carried 
the passengers and the mails from 
New York to St. Louis and the 
Far West, are working day and 
night to keep up fast communi- 
c&tion and supply in our growing 
drive against the enemy. 

25 From St. Louis Area. 

Touring the scattered squadrons 
of the group in a_ disreputable 
jeep, I found 25 young men from 
St. Louis and vicinity serving in 
the group at forward operational 
bases. Some were on duty and 
unavailable for interview, others 
filed into their squadrons’ orderly 
rooms, dirty, as we all are here in 
New Guinea, their faces covered 
with grime and perspiration, eager 
to talk with someone from their 
home town, 

Set. Allen Borchelt of 4456 Lex- 
ington avenue, St. Louis, used to 
be credit manager for Aloe’s Op- 
tical Co. Today he’s operations 
clerk for his squadron of “flying 
freight trains.” Borchelt has been 
in the Army for a year and a half, 
and has been overseas nine 
months. His wife is living with 
her family for the duration at 
4712 Labadie avenue.

the natural question as to whether 
we can afford such heavy losses.” 
He answered the question by say- 
ing that such losses are counter- 
balanced by very light losses in 
other attacks, that the over-all loss 
of the Eighth Air Force in Britain, 
as well as of the Royal Air Force, 
has been less than 5 per cent. 
The War Department subse- 
quently issued a report on new de- 
fensive weapons, including rocket 
guns, aerial rockets and bombs, 
and an incendiary agent called 
“silver fire’ with which the Nazis 
are attempting—as yet without 
notable success—to stop the bomb- 
ing of Germany. 
The Schweinfurt attack occurred 
more than two weeks ago, but be- 
cause of its high losses it con- 
tinues to receive primary official 
attention in discussions of the 
aerial war in Europe. 

The air war now being conducted 
is something new, and the Army 
command is as yet unable to pre- 
sent to the public any formula by 
which its achievements can be 
evaluated in relation to the over-all 
progress of the war. 

One fundamental misunderstand- 
ing arises from the use of the nu- 
merical comparison of bombers 
lost and enemy fighters shot down, 
The air forces themselves regard 
any destruction of enemy fighters 
as incidental. The bombers are out 
to attack ground targets, and the 
test of their success is not how 
many enemy fighters they destroy, 
but how well they hit their target. 

In a discussion of the Schwein- 

furt attack one official touched on 
the question of “allowable losses,” 
for which the figure 5 per cent has 
become the accepted “par.” 
If any numerical allowable is to 
be used, said this official, there 
is only one possible figure for 
planes and crews—the number the 
commander can replace. Provided 
he succeeds in destroying his ob- 
jective, the commander can lose 
as many planes and crews as he 
can replace from his production 
and training schedule. 

Other factors enter the problem, 
the most obvious being the point 
at which the crews’ morale breaks, 
and members become unwilling to 
undertake an assigned mission. 

That point is a question mark, 
this official said, because neither 
the American nor the British air 
force has yet reached it. 

“So,” he said, “as to Schwein- 
furt, that leaves us with three 
questions: 

“First, did we -accomplish our 
objective? We did—the ball and 
roller bearing plants at Schwein- 
furt are out of operation for 
months, :

KRIVOI ROG: BOLT IN NAZI DOOR 


(Copyright, 1943.) 

HE situation in the vicinity of 

Krivoi Rog recalls the German 

stand before Poltava early in 
September. It will be recalled that 
on Sept. 5 the Russian advance on 
Poltava, down the corridor between 
the Vorskla and Psel Rivers, was 
threatening to cut off all the Ger- 
man troops then occupying the 
bend of the Donets, and that only 
powerful German counter - action 
could prevent this. The counter- 
action came, and Poltava did not 
fall until Sept. 23, by which time 


the German troops in the Donets 
Basin had been successfully with- 
drawn. The German communiques 
and commentators spoke of the 
Poltava positions as bolt (sper- 
rung) positions, They are using 
the same term now for their po- 
sitions at Krivoi Rog, where Satur- 
day’s Russian communique tells of 
strong German counterattacks. 


Evidently the German idea of a 
bolt position is one on which is 
based the active defense of a rail- 
way or road line along which other 
troops are withdrawing. This was 
the case at Poltava; it has just 
recently been the case at Melitopol, 
and Krivoi Rog seéms another in- 
stance in point— extended to in- 
clude not only Krivoi Rog itself 
but the whole of the branch line 
railway through that town and the 
Nikolaev-Znamenka railway from 
the junction of the branch line 
north to Znamenka itself, This line 
has nowhere been cut by the Rus- 
sians, which means, considering 
the heavy Russian pressure, that 
the Germans are making a vigor- 
ous and active defense all along it. 

The Krivoi Rog branch line, as 
previously pointed out, is now the 
only route of escape for the Ger- 
man troops which have retired 
from  Dnieperopetrovsk and 
Zaporozhe. It may be an escape 
route for some of the German 
troops from ‘the Melitopol area, 
who may have withdrawn west- 
ward across the Nogaisk steppe 
and may be seeking to cross the 
Dnieper below Zaporozhe. The 
bulk of the Germans around 
Melitopol, however, are probably 
withdrawing by way of the 
Crimea, and eventually the Kher- 
son crossing and the Nikolaev- 
Znamenka line. This means that 
the Germans must hold their bolt 
positions for some time yet and 
maintain the scale of counter- 
attack which makes those posi- 
tions secure. The measure of Rus- 
sian success in all this area is the 
number of German troops remain- 
ing inside any of the three traps 
which the Russians are seeking to 
close when the trap actually closes. 
That measure of success is being 
diminished by every day that the 
escape routes remain open, 


As long as the Germans can go 
on exchanging Russian territory 
for time, without losing any con- 
siderable part of their army, they 
are not suffering disaster. They 
are, in fact, improving their de- 
fensive positions in some cases by 
gaining shorter defensive fronts 
and shorter lines of communica- 
tion. The only way this gain can 
be offset is by reducing the Ger- 
man ability to defend these short- 
er fronts by cutting off and de- 


stroying part of the troops they 
will need for that purpose, If the

The great German anxiety at this 
time is the depletion of these strat- 
egic reserves by the calls of the 
Italian campaign, by the defection 
of Italy and the consequent need 
for German troops in the Balkans 
and in Southern France, and, 
finally, by the need for counter- 
attack forces on the Russian front. 
Should the Germans reach a con- 
dition in which their reserves were 
fully absorbed by these various 
demands, they would have nothing 
in hand with which to repel an 
Anglo-American attack in the west, 
once the coastal defenses were 
broken through. Any linear de- 
fense can be broken by an attacker 
willing to pay the price; and when 
it is broken, the only hope of the 
defender is prompt, vigorous and 
effective counter-attack. That is 
how the Germans are holding their 
bolt positions in Russia. That is 
how they must hold their defensive 
positions in Western Europe. The 
reduction of their reserves means 
the reduction of their ability to 
counter-attack; when that is gone, 
they are a beaten nation. 


And that is why the balance 
sheet of the Russian operations 
must be analyzed, not on the basis 
of territory regained or cities re- 
taken, but on the basis of German 
soldiers killed, disabled and cap- 
tured. It is not, for example, the 
taking of Krivoi Rog which is im- 
portant in itself; it is the taking 
of Krivoi Rog while there are still 
a substantial number of German 
troops who have no other route 
of escape than through that city. 


BRITISH WARSHIP LOST AFTER 
SINKING OF NAZI FREIGHTER 


LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP).—Two 
light Allied warships, one British 
and one Norwegian, sank a Ger- 
man-controlled vessel of 300 tons 
off the Norwegian coast last Sun- 
day, but the British vesse] had to 
be sunk as a result of a subse- 
quent encounter with German 
planes, a communique announced 


today. 

The clash occurred 300 miles 
north of Bergen. One German-con- 
trolled ship—nationality not fur- 
ther specified—loaded with pota- 
toes was allowed to proceed but 
the other, carrying cement, was 
sunk after its crew was allowed 
to take to boats.

By Shortage of

Experts Doubt Big 
Gain in War Produc- 
tion in Less Than a 
Year.

NEW DELHI, Oct. 30. 
APAN’S shortage of machine 
J icois will, for a year at least 
and perhaps longer, stand in 
the way of any sensational in- 
crease in Japan’s productive ca- 
pacity, although a steady and 
moderate gain must be expected. 
This is the opinion of Allied ex- 
perts in India who have made a 
study of Japan’s industrial poten- 


tial. 

The terrifying spectacle of 
America’s gigantic production ef- 
fort has forced Japan to embark 
on a program considerably more 
ambitious than had been contem- 
plated; but greater centralization 
of industrial control and increased 
output of raw materials, as en- 
visaged in Japan’s recently an- 
nounced program, will be mean- 
ingless unless more machines can 
be built with which to turn raw 
materials into instruments of war. 
Japan’s existing machine capacity 
is already heavily strained. 

It is for these reasons that the 
Japanese government has laid 
special emphasis on machine-too] 
production. Machine tools im- 
ported from Germany in blockade 
runners which, until a few months 
ago, were reaching Japan at the 
rate of about one each month, 
have been of some help, 

But this traffic has been pretty 
largely stopped, and Japan must 
rely on its own industry for fu- 
ture machine tool production. 
Limited Japanese facilities will 
make this an arduous process. 
However, there is good evidence 
that new machine too] plants are 
under construction on the basis of 
German blueprints and with the 
assistance of German engineers. 
Not for a year or two, however, 
will production reach an impres- 
sive scale.

Germany’s enemies have built 
huge, well-knit organizations with- 
in her borders to work against the 
Nazis in spite of the watch kept 
on the entire German nation down 
to the last individual. 

Nazi leaders were quick to draw 
one of the most important lessons 
from the war of 1914-18—the need 
for preventing foreign agents and 
influences from trickling into Ger- 
many. Field Marshal Hermann 
Goering, and then Himmler, began 
building a counter espionage sys- 
tem until now it is better organ- 
ized than at any time, They are 
aided because the possibilities for 
keeping watch on the people and 
isolating them from foreign spies 
are much greater. They have the 
mammoth Nazi party set-up to de- 
pend on and an extensive and well- 
equipped police organization which 
technically marks the greatest de- 
velopment since the time of Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. 

Nevertheless the British, espe- 
Cially, have had the greatest suc- 
cess in building up'an anti-Nazi 
organization. But between the 
Allies’ various specializing groups 
and Russia there ig intense co- 
operation. 


500 Spies Executed. 


The fact that the Allies have 
been able to work so efficiently 
doesn’t mean, however, the agents 
are never caught. It is impossible 
to give an exact figure but it is 
known that 500 spies or foreign 
agents were executed in Vienna 
during 1942. Most spies face fir- 
ing squads, but the Russians and 
Ukrainians always are hanged. 

In Berlin and other cities red 


notices regularly appedér on the) 


billboards announcing the execu- 
tion of spies. 

Disruption of the normally well- 
ordered German life by air raids 
assists the foreign agents to cover 
up. 
The breaching of the dams at 
Moehne and Eder in May of this 
year, for instance, ruined all state 
registry and other records in a 
widespread area, This made it 
easy for persons and especially 
spies in other parts of Germany to 
pretend they were from the dam- 
aged area. Police would have a 
tough job tracing them. 

Foreign agents in Germany also 
have solved other technical prob- 
lems arising from war conditions. 
Ration cards printed outside Ger- 
many are such perfect duplications 
that I, for instance, was unable to 
distinguish a meat card, which I 
knew had been dropped by Allied 
bombers, from the normal German 
card, 


Question of Money. 


The question of money also is 
easily handled. Before the war 
millions of German marks were 
in foreign hands outside of Ger- 
many. In many cases they are 
now “re-imported,” especially dur- 
ing air raid alarms, 

A baker and two assistants in 
Lichterfeld, south of Berlin, were 
on the street during an Allied air 
attack Jan. 3 of this year when a 
bundle dropped nearby. They 
feared at first it was a time bomb,

they saw paper money where the 
package had broken open. It con- 
tained 335,000 marks in 60 and 100 
mark notes. They reported § the 
money to the police because they 
felt they couldn't rely on one an- 
other not to inform the authori- 
ties. 

Weeks later a German police of- 
ficer told me “banknote bombing” 
was not uncommon, but that in 
most cases agents for whom the 
money was intended failed to reach 
the spot where it landed. 


Foreign agents, however, have 
more use for bribing material such 
as food, coffee, tobacco, spirits, 
soap and clothes, all of which are 
scarce. Narcotics, too, play an 
extremely important role in Gere- 
many—greater perhaps than is 
known abroad. The war’s strain 
on nerves has turned many Ger- 
mans to narcotics, especially, so it 
seems, among leading Nazis. 


Scandals Will Be Revealed. 


In this connection, some most 
horrible scandals will be revealed 
when the history of this war is 
written. It then can be shown, for 
example, how women in the service 
of foreign countries have enslaved 
leading German military and po» 
lice officers and retained their 
power over them by giving their 
victims cocaine and other nare 
cotics. 


The struggle between German 
counterespionage and Allied spies 
seldom can be followed in detail 
by foreign observers. It is much 
easier, however, to watch the 
progress of the ptopaganda war. 

The German Propaganda Minis- 
| ter, Joseph Goebbels, laid down 
lines for German war propaganda 
which worked rather smoothly un- 
til the beginning of this year, when 
one reverse after another struck 
the German Army and home front. 

How he has been able to per- 
form his job is known throughout 
the world. What is less known is 
that his task is facilitated by what 
appears to me to be the wrong 
propaganda policy of Germany’s 
enemies. 

This is my view of the case with 
the United States. It is well known 
inside Germany that tbe Ameri- 
can radio propaganda directed at 
the Germans has had very little 
effect. This was confirmed for 
me again only a few weeks ago 
by a well-informed observer in 
Germany. Germans frequently 
have told me this weakness was 
due to the tendency of American 
propaganda to emphasize statis- 
tics and details of American aérma- 
ment and other war phases which 
are meaningless to the Germans. 


Want News on Germany. 


Moreover, they are accustomed 
td impressive statistics in their 
own propaganda. 

What the Germans are more 
anxious to hear is accurate infor- 
mation on the situation in Europe 
and inside Germany itself. It must 
be emphasized, however, that such 
news must be correct in so far as 
possible.

G. O. P. Makes Plan, Drops It. 


Shortly after the primary Ken- 
tucky Republican leaders met in 
Lexington with Harrison E. Span- 
gier, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, to map cam- 
paign strategy and lay plans for 
money-raising. It was announced 
Clare Luce Boothe and other Re- 
publican speakers of national re- 
pute would be brought into the 
State and that Kentucky Repub- 
licans could count on substantial 
financial help from the national 
committee. 


The following Sunday, J. Howard 
He son, a political writer for 
suisville Courier - Journal, 
poi: J out that if Republicans 
persisted in following this strategy 
they would be playing into Demo- 
cratic hands, since nothing would 
be so certain to drive Democrats 
into each other’s arms as for Re- 
publicans to say that the eyes of 
the nation are on the Kentucky 
election, 


Apparently Republicans thought 
this was wise counsel, for Spangler 
hasn't been back; Mrs. Luce hasn't 
come to Kentucky; a suggestion 
that Wendell Willkie might enter 
the state to help Judge Willis was 
quickly disavowed by Republican 
headquarters and Judge Willis 
hasn't mentioned national issues at 
all, except defensively. The Na- 
tional Committee's preliminary 
contribution to the campaign was 
only $3000, but of course more may 
since have flowed in that will not 
be subject to public report after 
Nov. 2. 

Democratic Campaign Tack. 


The tack from which Repub- 
licans have so conspicuously shied 
away, the Democrats seized with 
alacrity. In his opening address, 
and consistently since, Donaldson 
emphasized his belief that “the 
results of the election in Kentucky 
this year will have extensive psy- 
chological effects upon the na- 
tional elections next year”; that 
the electorate dares not jeopardize 
even in a remote way the chances 
for a successful peace by electing 
Republican officials this year, and 
he called on his listeners to profit 
by the lesson of 1919, when Repub- 
lican Edwin P. Morrow was chosen 
governor on the eve of the debate 
over the peace treaty. ° 

Judge Willis’ retort was that the 
governor of Kentucky has no more 
to do with the writing of the peace 
than a 12-year-old boy. But Don- 
aldson emphasized the influence 
Willis would have in the selection 
of a United States Senator and 
Representatives next year, perhaps 
in the mold of isolationist John M. 
Robsion and in the selection of 
delegates to the Republican nation- 
al convention, where a peace plat- 
form will be written. 


Rebuttal by Judge Willis. 


Willis painted Donaldson’s line 
of reasoning as an attempt to re- 
flect on the quality of Republican 
patriotism and an effort of a po- 
litical machine to hide behind the 
war for partisan advantage. He 
affirmed his purpose, in office or 
out, to support any honorable, 
practicable plan for international 
co-operation. 

For the most part Willis. pic- 
tured his campaign as a fight to 
overthrow a corrupt political ma- 
chine at Frankfort and to restore 
government to the people. The 
Administration at Frankfort had 
some vulnerable spots and Judge 
Willis, after a cautious approach, 
has of late been probing them 
more vigorously. The Purchasing 
Division has an admittedly bad 
record. 

The primary developed the fact 
that when Donaldson managed 
Gov. Keen Johnson’s campaign 
Democrats accepted a slush fund 
from motor truck companies, 
which they failed to report. A pur- 
chase of laundry machinery for 
State institutions developed into 
such a scandal that Gov. Johnson 
had to rescind the contract, In this 
campaign, Donaldson made _ the 
mistake of appointing as his fi- 
mance chairman an arch-lobbyist, 
who has represented turf interests, 
brewers, distillers and corpora- 
tions generally since serving as 
Speaker of the House. There has 
been evidence of payroll padding 
and of sinecures going to Admin- 
istration favorites, some of whom 
camé to Frankfort only to collect 
paychecks. 

More Grist for Willis’ Mill. 

Grist was also furnished the 
Willis mill by the activities of 
Attorney General Hubert Meredith, 
at odds with the Johnson adminis- 
tration of which he is a part. 
Meredith won a suit to compel 
Donaldson, while Highway Com- 
missioner, to cease collection of 
tolls over certain State bridges on 
the ground that enough having 
been paid in to retire bonds, fur- 
ther collection was illegal. Mere- 
dith also struck a blow at the 
Democratic machine in Campbell 
County, instituting injunction pro- 
ceedings against gambling houses, 


whose operators he alleged are!

linked with the local politicos. 

On the positive side, Judge 
Willis‘ has promised to repeal the 
State income tax, increase school 
and welfare expenditures. Donald- 
son, apparently supported by 
simple arithmetic, contends that 
such a program will throw the 
State treasury back into the red, 
from which it emerged for the 
first time in almost half a cen- 
tury during the Johnson Admin- 
istration. This achievement of the 
Democratic regime of which he 
was a part has been his chief 
campaign pride. 

Enough to Reverse Trend? 

This, then, is the broad outline 
of the campaign. Is it enough to 
reverse the trend in a State which 
has elected four consecutive Dem- 
ocratic governors? The Republi- 
cans think they have their best 
chance since 1927 when they 
elected a governor, but lost all 
other State offices. Their last 
complete victory was in 1919, but 
conditions are hardly parallel, de- 
spite the fact that the nation 
was then, as it soon will be, de- 
bating world peace. 

Democratic administration § in 
Frankfort in 1919 was in State- 
wide disrepute. Today the John- 
son administration, with all its 
flaws, has a substantial record of 
accomplishment. The Republicans 
then were in control in Louisville 
and Jefferson County, where the 
biggest block of votes reside. That 
district has been under Democratic 
control since 1933. Republicans 
were strong in Eastern Kentucky 
then and while it is still their 
stronghold, they have weakened 
themselves by frequent deals with 
the Democratic machine. Organ- 
ized labor was weak in Kentucky 
then; it is important now and has 
been inclined to go Democratic. 
There is again an undercurrent of 
dissatisfaction with war's restric- 
tions, the draft, rations and reg- 
ulations, but the trend is not as 
strong as it was 25 years ago 
when Republicans elected three 
Congressmen from Kentucky. ° 

Labor Not With Willis. 

Labor will not be with Willis. He 
was too active, in capacity of at- 
torney, in the formation and en- 
couragement of a company union 
at the American Rolling Mills, to 
suit the CIO. A long battle which 
CIO finally won by a close vote left 
scars that have not been forgotten. 

Democrats have not been too 
happy about the antics of Senator 
“Happy” Chandler. Many leaders 
privately expressed the hope he 
would not come into the State to 
campaign for Donaldson, whose 
candidacy he never favored, but 
none had the courage to warn him 
away. He spent the last week of 
the campaign in the State, making 
the kind of speech on international 
affairs that lent little support to 
the Donaldson thesis that the elec- 
tion of a Democrat is important in 
fashioning the right kind of world 
peace. 

It Looks Like Donaldson. 

When all adverse factors are 
taken into consideration, it still 
looks like a Donaldson victory. He 
has the State machinery, what- 
ever part of the Federal patron- 
age that may engage in politics. 
the majority of city and county 
organizations. In an_ election 


where the vote is light, as it is. 


expected to be Tuesday, this is im- 
portant. Republicans are weak in 
organization and they have had 
factional sparring, as well as the 
Democrats, The largest vote ever 
cast in Kentucky was 967,606 in 
1940, but what with the absence 
of solditr-voters, migration of vot- 
ers and lack of campaign interest, 
not more than half that number 
are expected to go to the polls. 

And it has been a colorless cam- 
paign, described by one observer 
as “a walk between two dignified 
gentlemen, rather than a _ race,” 
In this kind of a contest, organiza- 
tion can be counted on to weigh 
heavily. 

A private polling organization, 
which admits a preference for 
Donaldson, predicts his election by 
50,000. Since it called the turn 
accurately in the primary, the fore- 
cast is not necessarily subject to 
discount.

STATES VOTING 
THIS WEEK UNDER 
WATCH FOR TREND 


Off-Year Returns in New 
York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania Particu- 
lar Objects of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Will the straws in the winds of 
next Tuesday’s elections continue 
to sway in the Republican Party’s 
direction as in 1942 or will they 
take a flip back toward the Demo- 
crats? 

The answer may be found in the 
voting for lieutenant governor in 
New York, for governor in New 
Jersey and Kentucky, and in ju- 
dicial and mayoralty races in 
Pennsylvania. 

In the six states holding off- 
year elections, only two congres- 
sional] seats are at stake—those of 
Representative James E. Van 
Pa., Republican, 
who resigned to enter the service, 
and Francis D. Culkin, Oswego, 
N. Y¥., Republican, deceased. 

In two southern states, no na- 
tional significance is attached to 
the elections. Mississippi will ratify 
Democratic state officers, includ- 
ing a governor, named in August 
primaries which are equivalent to 
election in that state, and Virginia 
will choose state legislators. 

Politicians and political writers 
differ as to the value of the off- 
year balloting as a gauge of party 
alignments in the 1944 presidential 
race, which many political observ- 
ers, at this writing, foresee as an- 
other contest between President 
Roosevelt and Wendell Willkie. 

Republicans are pinning their 
greatest hopes on overturning the 
Democratic administration in New 
Jersey, which went Republican last 
November in the senatorial elec- 
tion. They also predict victory in 
New York in continuation of the 
1942 trend that elected Thomas E. 
Dewey governor. But their claims 
in Kentucky, which the Democrats 
have ruled for years, were not so 
confident. 

Reports from state leaders to 
Democratic National Headquarters 
are’ described as “optimistic” re- 
garding New York and New Jer- 
sey, and as “very good” as to Ken- 
tucky. 

If successful in New Jersey, the 
Republicans would have a major- 
ity of the nation’s governorships-— 
25 to 23 for the Democrats—for 
the first time since 1928 when they 
had 380. They also would rule ev- 
ery populous state outside the sol- 
id south except Indiana. National 
Republican leaders recently fig- 
ured governors of their party al- 
ready are administering the af- 
fairs of 61 per cent of the people.

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can propaganda and exploit it to 
his own ends. 

A familiar Nazi tactic is to at- 
tempt to present as foreign propa- 
ganda “facts” which every German 
can see are unfounded and which 
as a matter of fact can be turned 
to German advantage by ostenta- 
tious denials. 

Even now a picture of “the 
American Jew Nathan Kauffman” 
and headlines out of his book Ger- 
many Must Die can be seen on bill- 
boards. (Editor’s note: The New 
York Public Library reported the 
nearest such title on its lists was 
Germany Must Perish by Theodore 
Kaufman, published in 1941.) 


Alleged Postwar Treatments. 

This subject plays a major role 
for Nazi leaders in carrying on the 
warfare. One of Goebbels’ best 
propaganda arguments designed to 
drive the war-weary Germans on 
is the alleged treatment the Allies 
are planning for Germany after 
the war. 

The German man in the street 
is told in earnest by the Nazi 
propaganda that he is going to be 
castrated after the war. 

Such Goebbels horror propa- 
ganda, of course, is helped to a 
great degree by the fact that Ger- 
man listeners to American and 
British broadcasts strain fruit- 
lessly in most cases for something 
concrete on the postwar Allied 
plans toward Germany. 

As long as no positive line. is 
taken by the Allies in this respect 
the Germans continue to be sus- 
ceptible to Nazi propaganda. 

any Germans tune to Russian 
stations hoping to obtain a more 
favorable answer to what is the 
dominating question today for 
every German: “What is going to 
be our fate after the war?” 


DEEPEST APATHY IN 


REICH, SAYS WRITER

BERN, Oct. 30.—Germany’s in- 
ternal collapse is possible even be- 
fore a military crack-up, accord- 
ing to the Berlin correspondent 
of the Svenska Dag Bladet, Guan- 
nar Pihl, who expresses this con- 
viction in a book just published 
in Stockholm. 

Pihl, who was expelled from 
Germany three months ago, states 
that confidence of the German 
masses and even of the Reich’s 
soldiers in Hitler was definitely 
buried in the ruins of Stalingrad. 
The total mobilization of the 
spring of 1943, which sent men of 
59 to the front after insufficient 
training of only a few weeks and 
put young and inexperienced wom- 
en to work in factories, was con- 
sidered in Germany to be a com- 
plete failure. 

Agricultural. conditions in the 
Reich are giving rise to anxiety, 
Pihl says. For one native peasant 
there are today eight foreigners 
and German peasant women forced 
to work up to 100 hours a 
week.

Puerto Rico Shows Improvement 
But Still Far Cry From Paradise 


U. S. Operators'in Island Bring Almost Un- 
paralleled: Security and Well-Being— 
Long-Term :Problems Remain.

So confident is Maj. Gen. Patch, 
chief of the Caribbean Command, 
that with a new phase of the war 
about to begin the scale of opera- 
tions here is being greatly re- 
duced. Men are being transferred 
to other theaters with the pros- 
pect that this will soon be no more 
than a well-secured outpost re- 
mote from even the secondary ef- 
fects of the war... This same 
process of scaling down is occur- 
ring throughout the Caribbean. 


Three-Month Food Reserve. 

Today there is a three months’ 
reserve of food on the island. It 
is a far cry from those days of the 
catastrophic submarine warfare of 
the first half of 1942. Then hungry 
people gathered on the seawall for 
blocks to watch a food ship come 
into the harbor and ships were 
few and far between. 

Considerable credit goes to Gov. 
Rexford Guy Tugwell for this 
change. He has worked hard to 
bring about bulk food buying in 
spite of intensive political opposi- 
tion from continental United 
States. At the same time he has 
succeeded, in part at least, in end- 
ing obvious inequities such as per- 
mitting wealthy Puerto Ricans to 
be exempt from paying Federal in- 
come tax. 

Tugwell has worked closely with 
Army and Navy officers directing 
military operations out of this 
strategic center. There has been 
none of the internecine warfare 
between military and_ civilians 
which has divided Hawaii, the 
bastion that lies off America’s 
other coast. 

Great Work Done in Area. 

Nothing can be said, of course, 
of the far-flung nature of the 
work that has gone on here in the 
past two years, but even the most 
hurried visit in passing shows it 
to be enormous throughout the en- 
tire Caribbean. The engineering, 
the man power, the materials that’ 
have gone into building bases and 
airfields is beyond conception and 
particularly when it is realized 
that this is no more than side- 
show. 

While the {improvement over a 
year and a half ago ia little short 
of miraculous, this does not mean 
that the long-term problems of 
Puerto Rico are on the way to so- 
lution or anything like it. Human 
life here seems to proliferate out 
of the ground. 

Puerto Rico is a bottomless pit. 
The least degree of social im- 
provement is immediately abs 
sorbed by a population increase. 
There are more’ than _ 2,000,000 
persons here now, a population 
density approaching that of China 
or India. By 1960 the figure will 
be 3,000,000. 

An effort is being made on a 


Y comparison with conditions that prevailed a year or a year 
and a half ago this island possession of the United States is 
today in a state of almost unparalleled security and well-being 


fairly large scale to introduce 
birth control to the Puerto Ricans. 
But it is almost entirely futile. 
A basic law was adopted by Puer- 
to Rican legislature in 1937 giv- 
ing the government here the right 
to distribute birth control infor- 
mation and contraceptives. 

Today 91 birth control stations 
are operating throughout’ the 
island. Yet the birth rate has 
continued to creep upward, It 
has a hopeless look. Army and 
Navy millions pouring in here 
only complicate the problem. 
People live a little better and as 
one consequence fewer babies die. 

There is one man here who does 
not concede that Puerto Rico is 
hopeless. Far from it. That is

the Puerto Rican Senate and 
leader of the Popular Party who 
will probably be Puerto Rico’s 
first elected governor if and when 
Congress in Washington adopts 
President Roosevelt’s recommenda- 
tion to grant the people here 
the right to name_ their own top 
man as do American states, 

Munoz Marin can talk  bril- 
liantly by the hour about his plans 
for increasing the productivity of 
Puerto Rican agriculture and de- 
veloping industries which will pro- 
vide a money income. He knows 
that this must inevitably be a 
long-term program in which edu- 
cation will play an important 
part. Meanwhile he is being very 
careful to dissociate himself from 
the independence movement that 
is backed by rich, reactionary ele- 
ments in the island. Munoz Marin 
knows that without a flow of dol- 
lars from the continent Puerto 
Rico would sink to a low level 
indeed, 


Wage Scale Nearly $2 a Day. 

Under the protective wing of 
the United States the wage scale 
has moved up to a minimum of 
just under $2 a day, fabulously 
high in comparison to any other 
Caribbean area. In Haiti a law 
provides a theoretical minimum of 
30 cents a day with real wages 
somewhere beneath that ambi- 
tious ideal. 

Existing on an economic moun- 
tain peak in tbe great depressed 
morass of the Caribbean, Puerto 
Rico is still no paradise as even 
the tripper passing through can 
see. Girls of 14 and 15 ply the 
waterfront honkytonks, drawn by 
the lure of soldiers and sailors 
with plenty of money to spend. In 
the garishly lighted bar rooms 
and dance halls their faces have 
a peculiarly childish and _ un- 
formed look, Many of them were 
living only two or three years ago 
in almost primitive simplicity in 
the back country or they came 
out of San Juan’s appalling slums.

large American-British naval force 
would not be necessary to police 
the world, and that all the old 
American battleships might well be 
scrapped if the Anglo-American ar- 
rangement is continued. The rea- 
soning behind this contention is 
that Germany, Japan, Italy and 
France will have no fleets after 
the war. A mere show of force, 
with the Americans and British 
working together, they say, would 
be sufficient to put down any 
threats. Germany, they _ recall, 
started both world wars, confident, 
first that Britain would not fight, 
and second, thdt the United States 
would remain aloof. Both times 
Germany was wrong, but it took 
the British and Americans several | 
years to bring their full resources | 
into the conflicts. 


As proof of their theories—and | 
again this is almost pure Mahan— 
the advocates cite the century of | 
world peace between 1814 and' 
1914, when the British Navy was | 
the greatest police power. They | 
concede that a combined naval | 
force could not stop all wars, but | 
assert that these “small wars,” | 
usually for territory, could be kept 
from spreading into a world con-| 
flagration. 


Not Much Criticism Yet. 


The transitional plan has not ad-

ment. 

It is said of England that nothing 
ever happens there for the first 
time. Almost—for such is the de 
gree of our political maturity after 
a century and a half—the same 
thing can be said of the Senate of 
the United States.

strings. Alive with excitement, 
the Auditorium featured paper 
bats silhouetted against the 
lights, and an all-black stage re- 
lieved only by a skeleton swing- 
ing in the center. Cornstalks and 
pumpkins had _ been _ placed 
around the sides, and railings 
were lined with black cats and 
witches. Soldiers and sailors 
experienced new scares when 
they encountered fortune tellers 
in wierd costumes hidden behind 
cornstalks, spinning eerie tales 
about the future.

Must Be Settled

T a time when the newspaper trade is having difficulty 
A trying to confine the confusion of the world to so many 
pages a day, it is very littk comfort to read that the New 
York Times is sponsoring its second annual fashion show. 
Mayor LaGuardia, ad- 
dressing the opening ses- 
sion, said the Times has 
created a new kind of jour- 
nalism, and the trouble is 
we're afraid he’s right. Give 
the notion a few years to 
spread and the Press will go 
crazy trying to keep one eye 
on international politics and 
the other. on new shapes in 
women’s hats. 

The show is called 
“Fashions of the Times.” 
We suppose it was instituted 
partly to cement the bonds 
of affection between the 
newspaper and its advertis- 
ers, and partly to make cer- 
tain that New York remains 
the fashion center of the 
world even after the war. 

They both seem to be 
sensible aims, pursued in a genteel but businesslike manner. 
But the result is going to be a Times cachet on styles, with « 
attendant discomfort for all the rest of us in the businéss.

The Victor y Girls 


Bigamy Is Their Racket, Though They Claim Marriages 
to Servicemen Are Prompted by Love and Patriotism— 
Government Calls It Greed for Allotment Checks. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30. 
HE “Victory girls’ — lovely 
T indies who are making careers 


of marrying servicemen—say | 


they are prompted by love and 
patriotism. Sniffing Federal prose- 
cutor’s charge that the sole motive 
of the Victory girls, so named by 
one of them, is greed for govern- 
ment allotment checks. No mat- 
ter whether they marry for love or 
money, Brig. Gen. H. N. Gilbert, 
director of the Office of Depend- 
ency Benefits, wants no part in 
trying to tell a faithful wife from 
a Victory girl. 

While wayward wives are cer- 
tainly exceptions in the long list 


_of mates who are receiving checks 


from Uncle Sam, enough of them 
have been picked up by the: Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation that 
they can’t be ignored any longer. 
They have, in fact, succeeded in 
making Congress Victory girl con- 
scious. 

That threw a scare into Gen. 
Gilbert. For, from the way some 
members of the House Military 
Affairs Committee were talking at 
a hearing on allotments, it ap- 
peared that the Dependency Bu- 
reau might be voted the responsi- 
bility of checking on the behavior 
of all wives—and to cut off the 
monthly allotments for those who 
were unfaithful. Gen. Gilbert 
promptly objected to any plan to 
turn his bureau into.a domestic 
relations court. 

He admits that the Victory girls 
are a problem, but he argues that 
“the Army can do nothing but con- 
sider it a personal one which can 
be settled only by the soldier him- 
self in the civil courts when he 
returns.” 

Grace Vivian Reinert of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who is one of the 
girls, says it’s really much simpler 
than that. 

“The girls figure: that they’re 
making the boys happy and that 


“before the war is over the hus- 


bands will either be killed or glad 
to forget about their marriages.” 

Grace speaks with authority for 
in her 22 years she has managed 
to be married four times, thrice 
to sailors. She married her first 
love, a Kansas City policeman, 
when she was 14. They were di- 
vorced.' Her second, a West Coast 
seaman, C: F. Corn, was killed at 
Pearl Marbor. (But he had made 
his $10,000 life insurance payable 
to his mother.) 

And if Nos. 3 and 4—Machin- 
ist’s Mate Kenneth Reinert and 
Seaman James McKinney—wish to 
get in touch with her she can be 
found in Federal prison.

RACE was -picked up when 

Reinert and McKinney hap- 

pened to meet and compare 
notes—and wives—in Washington. 
Each found that his allotment 
check was going to Grace. She was 
picked up and lodged in Gallinger 
Hospital. 

Before she escaped from that 
institution she explained the activ- 
ities and motives of the Victory 

ris. 

“It's patriotism—for they give 
each husband a little happiness 
before he’s shipped. They don’t 
worry much about having more 
than one husband because the 
sailors are at sea most of the time, 
and the other servicemen are shift- 
ed from camp to camp. 

“When one of these girls gets 
into San: Diego or Norfolk (big 
naval bases) she gets a job in a 
tavern first thing. That way she 
meets a lot of sailors, and those 
young kids off the farms for the 
first time are easy pickings.” 

In spite of their preferences for 
“easy pickings,” Grace insists most 
of the Victory girls marry for love. 
She did, anyway. She also prac- 
ticed what she preached. After her 
escape from Gallinger Hospital 
she was found in San Diego— 
working in a taproom. 

Grace was returned to Washing- 
ton declaring her undying devotion 
to both husbands. But Federal 
Judge Matthew M. McGuire was 
unmoved by her emotion. He sen- 
tenced her to from one to three 
years for bigamy and from six to 
18 months for escaping. 

Grace’s claim On love, marriage, 
and allotment checks is as 
nothing compared to that of 
Vivian Nelms Eggers, 34, who so 
adored her seven Army mates that 
she divorced none of them. She 
sought to prove that she was not

out that she received checks from 
only two of the seven.

“You just get to drinking and 
having a good time, and you meet 
some one that’s kinda nice and 
that’s the way it happens,” is 
Vivian's alibi. 

But Federal Judge Dave W. Ling 
of Phoenix was unsympathetic. 

He sentenced her to 18 months 
in prison for marrying Campbeli, 
and granted her five years proba- 
tion for marrying Corsett, 

Pretty Doris June Shensky 
shows no special preference for 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps. She 
drew allotments from a_ soldier 
husband and a sailor husband and 
misappropriated the allotment 
check of a Marine lieutenant! 

The busy life of this pretty 21- 
year-old came to light after the 
harried -Dependency Bureau opened 
a branch office in Philadelphia to 
handle cases in that district. 

Doris, the daughter of Samuel 
Ruckstool, a Philadelphia street 
car motorman, married Arnold §. 
Shensky, a South Philadelphia 
butcher, in February, 1941. They 
lived with the Ruckstools until 
Arnold became Pvt. Shensky of the 
118th Infantry, stationed at Wood- 
bine, N. J, 

Pvt. Shensky, who loved Doris 
devotedly, made an allotment for 
her benefit. He bragged around 
camp about the way she was help- 
ing the war effort by volunteering 
constantly for hostess duties in 
Philadelphia canteens. 

“Most men have inherent faith 
in their wives,” says Brig. Gen. 
Gilbert. -Shensky was one of the 
trusting husbands. 

He didn’t dream that Doris was 
already making merry with Sea- 
man Russell E. Tracy of Barre, 
Vt., stationed at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. Tracy spent many a 
jolly evening in the Ruckstool 
home. Apparently Doris’ parents 
thought that she had told. Tracy 
her marital status. Anyway, they 
never mentioned it. - 

Then Tracy was transferred to 
California. The -separation was 
more than he could stand. He 
wrote pleading letters to Doris to 
come to California and marry him. 
Doris agreed. She became Mrs. 
Tracy in Los Angeles on April 24, 
1943. 

Shortly thereafter Tracy was 
sent to sea. He directed that a 
monthly allotment check be sent to 
Doris. She settled down, for a time, 
in a Los Angeles rooming house. 
Lonely for Tracy, she decided that 
being near Shensky was better 
than nothing. But in order to get 
back to Philadelphia she had to 
have more money than she could 
find in her purse. 

Among the letters piled on & 
table in the front hall of the 
rooming house was one addressed 
to Mrs. Ida L. Coleman, wife of 
Marine Lt. James F, Coleman,

containing an allotment.check for 
$170. Doris took it, cashed it, and 
returned to Philadelphia, 

She was picked up there after 
Mrs. Coleman complained to the 
Marine Corps Allotment Office at 
Arlington, Va., that she hadn’t re- 
ceived her check, 

On Dec. 13, Doris will have to 
appear for a hearing in Los An- 
geles on charges of forgery and 
larceny of a Government check. 
However, she hopes for leniency 
because she has repaid Mrs. Cole- 
man’s $170, has made restitution 
for the allotment checks she re- 
ceived as Mrs. Tracy and hag had 
her second marriage annulled. 

In addition to problems posed 
by bigamists, the Dependency Ben- 
efits Office and the F.B.I. are now 
investigating servicemen's wives 
who pretend motherhood in order 
to get Additional benefits for chil- 

ren. 


This new twist to the allotment ° 


racket was uncovered in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and ag a result Myrie 
M. McGuire is facing an appear- 
ance before a Federal grand jury 
on charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government. 

Mrs. McGuire, 25-year-old wife 
of a Navy warrant officer sta- 
tioned at Seattle, is charged with 
arranging for pre-natal care and 
delivery of a child purportedly hers 
and her husband's. 

The child, according to Wash- 
ington police, is that of Catherine 
‘Samoza, 23-year-old unmarried 
mother, with whom, they say, Mrs. 
McGuire made a deal. She ar- 
ranged for free hospital care at 
Government expense for Catherine 
in return for the privilege of 
calling the baby hers. Then she 
claimed dependency benefits for 
the child, 

Records of the Navy Clinic and 
Hospital show that Catherine was 
treated as “Mrs, McGuire” and that 
the baby was born under the name 
of McGuire, 

Police say that the frightened 
and unfortunate Catherine Samo- 
za, who is to testify against Mrs. 
McGuire, will probably not be 
prosecuted in the conspiracy. 
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OST of the servicemen are 
blithely ignorant of the be- 
havior of these wives who be- 


come entangled with the Jaw. Of 


the 20 women so far convicted, and 
the many now under investigation, 
husbands are involved in only a 
few cases. 

One such husband was Cpl. Ra- 
mon Bruce Jarago of Denver. 

Cpl. Jarago applied for a family 
allowance for “Mrs. Hope Rita 
Jarago,” representing her as his 
wife and offering as evidence of 
the relationship a photostatic copy 
of a marriage certificate for Hope 
Hurley and Ramon Bruce Jarago. 

Inquiry developed that Hope Rita 
and Hope Hurley were two differ- 
ent people. 

Both the soldier and Hope Rita 
pleaded guilty before Federal 
Judge J. Foster Symes in Denver. 
Cpl.. Jarago was sentenced to two 
years in Leavenworth Prison, 
while Hope Rita was sentenced. to 
serve six months in the Denver 
County jail. 

With such cases as these to 
worry Brig. Gen. Gilbert and: his 
staff, it is little wonder that he 
wants civilian courts to handle the 
wayward wife situation. 

Still another side to this ques- 
tion of these here-today-and-gone- 
tomorrow marriages for service- 
men, according to a subcommittee 
of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, concerns the number of 
child brides who are rushed into 
marriage by soldiers, sailors and 
marines and are then deserted on 
their honeymoons. 

Two of these youngsters, Erma 
Sitler, 12, of Hillside, Md., and 
Betty Lou Parsley, 14, of Norfolk, 
wound up recently under the pro- 
tective wing of New York juvenile 
welfare agencies, 

“These are only two of the many 
tragedies which occur here every 
day,” says Mrs. Mabel P. Grange, 
Norfolk secretary of the Travelers 
Aid Society. “Something should 
be done to punish these men who 
marry children and then go away 
and forget about them.” 

All too often these’ deserted 
brides, robbed of their childhood, 
grow up too suddenly, and take 
their places in the rapidly growing 
lists of “Victory girls.”

Into a Hand Laundry

CAMP BLANDING, Fia., Oct. 30. 
AMA didn’t have any objections to raising me to be a 
i) ee but I don’t know how she is going to feel when 
she finds out that she has also raised me to be a hand 
laundry. It is certain to complicate her window decorations. 
She has a star hanging up 
for me being a soldier, but 
what will she put out to 
show that I am also doing 
wet wash, rough dry and flat 
work? I guess she'll have 
to place a bottle of bluing 
on the window sill or a box 
of soap flakes, or put a 
fringe of clothes ping on the 
curtains, 

I became a hand laundry 
yesterday afternoon. It was 
all very sudden. Lots of 
things are’ very sudden in 
the Army. The Army doesn’t 
prepare its soldiers for 
shocks by announcing in ad- 
vance that there is a sur- 
prise in store for them, and 
that there will be a prize for 
the fellow who can first 
guess what it is. Uh-uh! 

The Army just pulls its little surprises out of thin air like a 
magician does rabbits, only the Army’s surprises aren’t nearly 
so soft and cute and sweet as bunny rabbits. In fact, they 
more nearly resemble sabre-toothed wart hogs with a mad on. 
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Take me—and all of the others in my company—be- 
coming a hand laundry. After six or seven days in the 
Army, I had accumulated quite a bit of dirty clothes. 
My fatigue suit was rapidly becoming a suit of armor, 
and my khakis stood at attention whether I was in 
them or not. So I bundled them neatly and when the 
sergeant happened to pass my hut I asked him what 
number I should call to have the laundry come by and 
pick up my bundle. 
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@ “YOU DON’T CALL any number,” the sergeant said. “The 
laundry is right here in Company C.” 

“That’s swell,” I said. “I guess I’ll just leave it here on the 
steps and they'll come by and pick it up. I'll just put a note in 
the bundle not to put any starch in the collars.” 


“Yes, be sure to do that,” the sergeant said, leering beauti- — : 


fully. “And be sure to tell them to iron your lace very care- 
fully, and to be careful not to scorch your monograms.” 

Then he shifted from his low-gear leer to his four-speeds- 
forward leer, and continued. “You'll do your own laundry, 
soldier, You'll do it right down there in the latrine, under the 
showers. And you'll hang it up to dry, and take it down, and 
take care of the pressing, and be sure it’s clean, soldier.” 
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@ 1 LEFT THE SERGEANT before he could detail me to do 
all the laundry in Camp Blanding and sought the advice of a 
veteran dogface—a man who has been through the Army mill 
almost two weeks, and can scarcely remember when he was a 
member of society and used a napkin at the table. 

He explained it all to me. At a reception center, soldiers 
must do their own laundry. A man may be shipped to his 
permanent assignment at any moment, and the Army doesn’t 
want a man to miss a train because he ig waiting for his 
shorts to come back from the laundry, 
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Bo the Army makes it very simple for a man to turn 
himself inte a hand laundry. It lends the soldier a nice 
tin bucket, a scrub brush that needs only legs to double 
for a porcupine, and a cake of GI soap that is not only 
guaranteed to remove any and all dirt, but the fingers, 
wrists and elbows of the user as well. 
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@ TO BECOME A LAUNDRY, a soldier strips, gets in the 
shower room, puts his clothes on the duck board walks, turns 
on the showers, and gets to work with the brush and soap. 
Some men soak their clothes in the bucket for an hour or so, 
but the Army frowns on this because it makes for less scrubbing. 

A shower room with 20 or 30 GIs at work makes an en- 
trancing sight and is remindful of the Ganges River with Indian 
devouts doing whatever they do in the Ganges, 
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The room is filled with steam. The floor is so slick 
with soap that one false step and a man is likely to skid 
across the room and find himself being scrubbed by a 
brush that would remove the figures on the Stone 
Mountain Memorial. 
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@ IT TAKES ABOUT two hours to do an average wash. By 
the time a man finishes he is so shrunk from exposure to water 
that it takes him two or three days to regain his normal size. 
By the time the clothes are dry, and ready to be worn in all 
their spotless beauty, the Army has thought up a detail for 
the soldier that guarantees that his immaculate raiment will 
look like a pirate’s Jolly Roger by nightfall. 

You know, to believe all I write would be to believe that 
I am finding the Army tough. Actually it’s a breeze. Well, 
maybe breeze isn’t quite as proper a word as hurricane.

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A BUTTER SHORTAGE is hard 
on some of us who are accustomed 
to lavish butter helpings three 
times a day. But our health need 
not suffer just because we can't 
get this commodity. There are 
other foods that give us the valu- 
able vitamins A and D that butter 
contains. 


Some of us have been eating too 


much butter In the past, anyway, 
and our figures will benefit from 
the shortage. Butter is vety fat- 
tening—a little extra butter eve 
day will add up to many extra 
pounds at the end of the year. 
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FOR BEST HEALTH it ts de 
sirable to have two butter pats 
daily—that is, two little squares 
about 1% inches across and one- 
fourth inch thick. Butter is valu- 
able because of the vitamins A 
and D that it contains. Vitamin 
D has an action like sunlight in 
preventing rickets in childhood— 
this vitamin is found in egg yolk, 
fish oils, butter, cream and milk. 
Grownups need vitamin D, too, to 
help in combating colds and other 
ailments. 

Vitamin A !s necessary for growth. 
It helps build up our resistance 
to illnesses. It is found in cod 
liver oil, egg yolk, butter, cream, 
milk, green leafy vegetables and 
tomatoes. Carrots and other yel- 
low vegetables also make up for 
vitamin A deficiencies, 
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AN EXCELLENT butter substi- 
tute is a vitamin-fortified marga- 
rine, a margarine to which vita- 
mins have been added. It can 
satisfactorily be used in place of 
butter to furnish vitamins and to 
make a meal “stick to the ribs.” 

Such fatty foods make a meal 
seem more satisfying and longer 
lasting.

The Murders on 
Beekman Hill 


Slaying of Patricia Lonergan Marks 
Fourth Time in Recent Years That Vio- 
lent Death Has Visited New York Dis- 
trict Where the Rich and Famous Live.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30. 


HE bloody threads of murder 
again have stained the plush 
reputation of Beekman Hill. 

Beekman Hill is the domicile of 
millionaires, stage stars and other 
glittering entrants in the glamor 
sweepstakes; it ig fashionable, so- 
cially correct. Yet the killing of 
lovely Mrs. Patricia Burton Lon- 
ergan, 22-year-old heiress to a $5,- 
000,000 brewery fortune, marked 
the fourth stroke of violent death 
in the East Side neighborhood. 

Stage producer Guthrie McClintic 
and his wife, Katharine Cornell, 
the actress, live quietly on Beek- 
man Hill. Billy Rose, the bantam 
Ziegfeld, lives there with his wife, 
swim star Eleanor Holm, and a 
fortune’in art treasures, Author 
John Gunther, party-thrower Elsa 
Maxwell and other bright names 
in the cafe society whirl are fre- 
quent guests at the Beekman Hill 
home of actress Miriam Hopkins. 

But right alongside the glitter- 
ing tinsel of smart names and 
brilliant after-dinner dialogue 
runs a murky, gloomy story of 
murder. 

Beautiful Veronica Gedeon, an 
artists’ model, was killed on Beek- 
man Hill Easter Sunday, 1937, by 
Robert Irwin. So were her mother 
and a_ boarder, 

Nancy Evans Titterton, a tal- 
ented writer of short stories, was 
garroted, raped and left to die in 
a bathtub on Good Friday, 1936. 
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Dr. Fritz Gebhardt, wealthy 
German importer and lawyer, was 
shot four times by Vera Stretz in 
a Beekman Tower apartment on 
Nov. 12, 1935. Miss Stretz pleaded 
self-defense and was acquitted. 

Now Mrs. Lonergan has come to 
death in the same violent fashion, 

She was found last Sunday eve- 
ning, lying nude on a luxurious 
bed of Second Empire style. Blood 
stains were on the carpets and 
walls, Two heavy candlesticks 
were on the floor. Police said 
they were the bludgeons with 
which skull fractures and concus- 
sion were caused, Strangulation 
also was a contributing cause to 
the murder, an autopsy deter- 
mined. 

It didn’t take the New York po- 
lice long to solve this latest of the 
Beekman Hill murders. They got 
on the trail of Wayne Lonergan, 
estranged husband of the slain 
woman, who had spent the week 
end in New York, 

The 25-year-old R. C. A. F. cadet 
was arres‘ed in Toronto wearing 
civilian clothes. He said his uni- 
form had been stolen by a soldier 
and for many hours he stubbornly 
denied any knowledge of _ the 
crime. Finally be broke down and 
cried: “Yes, I did it! I did it!” 
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Lonergan told detectives that he 
had visited his wife’s apartment 
and demanded to see their 18- 
months-old -son. She refused, a 
violent quarrel followed and Lon- 
ergan picked up brass candlesticks 
and struck her. He fled to the 
apartment of a friend where he 
took a suit of clothes. He weight- 
ed his Canadian uniform with 
rocks and threw it into the East 
River. 

In his cell later Lonergan said: 

“I’m sorry for the whole thing.” 

By geographical coincidence the 
locations of three of the killings 
form an almost-perfect isosceles 
triangle. Mrs, Lonergan was mur- 
dered at 313 East Fifty-first street. 
Exactly one block away, at 316 
East Fiftieth street, Veronica 
Gedeon was murdered. At the 
point of the equal sideg of the 
triangle, 22 Beekman place, Nan- 
cy Titterton was _ garroted to 
death. The scene of the Geb- 
hardt shooting was to the south 
of this triangle at No. 3 Mitchell 
place. 

Mrs. Titterton had been raped, 
then strangled with her, own pa- 
jamas and thrown into a bathtub.

There were evidences of a violent 
struggle. Her wrists had been tied 
during the attack. The piece of 
rope which had tied her hands was 
beneath the body. 

Police went off on hundreds of 
tangents until they started on the 
trail of the piece of twine. They 


found the mill that made it, then 


the firm that sold it. 

In devious fashion, the trail 
turned to one of the two men who 
had found the body. He was John 
C. Fiorenza, 25-year-old upholster- 
er's apprentice. He actually was 
tied to the murder by the piece of 


cord, 
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He had gone to Mrs. Titterton’s 
apartment to get a love seat that 
needed repairs. He returned later, 
to attack and garrote her. Then 
he had the ghoulish gall to call 
the police. 

When he came tc trial, the jury 
convicted him in 19 hours. He died 
in the electric chair Jan. 21, 1937, 
silent and unmoved, 

Exactly a block away Veronica 
Gedeon, her mother and Frank 
Byrnes, an English waiter who 
boarded with the Gedeons, were 
killed by Robert Irwin, a sculptor 
and former divinity student. _ 

On Easter Sunday, Irwin went 
to the Gedeon flat with an ice 
pick, prepared to kill Ethel Kud- 
ner, nee Gedeon, sister of Veronica. 


He had been in love with Ethel 
for some time, since he had lived 
as a boarder at the Gedeon home. 
His love was not returned. Ethel 
Gedeon had been kind, had tried 
to help him solve the spiritual 
predicament that troubled him 
constantly. He loved, then hated 


Ethel.

As he entered the Gedeon apart- 
ment that peaceful Easter, no one 
was at home except Byrnes, the 
English boarder. Irwin waited, 
hoping Ethel would come. Her 
mother arrived first. They chatted 
and he sketched her for want of 
something to do. When the length 
of his stay grew embarrassing, 
Mrs. Gedeon asked him to leave. 
They quarreled and when she 
shouted at him, Irwin struck her 
with all his strength. Then he 
strangled her, 

“Ronnie” was next to arrive. 
Irwin struck her with a piece of 
soap in a stocking, then strangled 
her when she recognized him and 
called him by name. 

Next, he went to the bedroom 
where Byrnes was asleep. Irwin

Corn

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O begin with, “corny” is not a 
T new word, although the expres- 

sive slang term “corny,” mean- 
ing, “corn-fed; countrified; small- 
townish; out of date,” was coined 
in recent years by dance band 
musicians, and the slang term is 
so apt and right to the point that 
it is sure to pass into the Amer- 
ican lauguage as a valuable and 
legitimate idiom. 

But “corny” as relating to corn, 
the grain, is an ancient English 
word from the Anglo-Saxon word 
corn, meaning “edible grain.” 

“The valleys also are covered 
over with corn: they shout for joy, 
they also sing,” wrote David in 
praising the Lord for His bene 
ficence. But the psalmist did not 
sing of corn as we know it in Amer- 
ica; the corn of the Bible was 
wheat. And in England today 
wheat is still referred to as corn. 

* * 

AMERICAN CORN, or properly 
Indian maize, is a native of this 
continent and was unknown in Eu- 
rope before the discovery of Amer- 
ica. But it had been cultivated for 
many centuries by American In- 
dians. Hominy, a word meaning 
hulled corn treated with Ive, ta a 
shortened form of the Indian word 
“rockahominv.” The word maize, 
too, is of Indian origin: it is from 
the word “mshiz,” the Taino word 
for corn. Grits, the name of 
coarsely ground hominy, is sim- 
ply the plural of the word grit, 
from the resemblance of grits to 
white sand. It is correct to speak 
of grits in the plural. Corn pone 
is corn bread made without milk 
or eggs and shaped into roveh 
ovals by the palms of the hands. 
Pone is from the Indian word 
“apan,” meaning, “bread: that 
which is baked.” 
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Hoe cake is a flat corn bread 
baked before an open fire, or, 
sometimes, in the ashes. In an 
old book on Americanisms, Tf 
find this reference to hoe cake: 
“The Negro of former days, pre- 
paring his simple but savory 
meal in his cabin, would dab the 
roughly kneaded cake down 
upon his hoe, and thus bake it 
before the fire. The result was 
a hoe cake. unsightlv to the eye, 
but palatable enough.” 

*x* -* 

THE CORNDODGER IS a 
small cake of corn bread. It is 
said to have been made originally 
of meal of corn very much like 
popcorn in that it popped and 
crackled under heat. Says Devere 
(1872), “The same tendency to 
pop is possessed by a variety of 
cake made from an Indian corn, 
baked verv hard, and called, from 
its disposition to jump abont in 
the act of baking. and. as it were, 
to dodge, ‘corndodger’.”

HASTY PUDDING, a mush of 
corn meal, was so called because 
of the little time required to pre- 
pare it. An old poem of the last 
century describes the preparation 
of hasty pudding thus: 

She learnt with stones to crack 

the well-dried maize, 

Through the rough sieve to 

shake the golden shower, 

In boiling water stir the yellow 

flour: 

The yellow flour, bestrew’d and 

stirr’'d with haste, 

Swells in the flood, and thickens 

to a paste, 

Then puffs and wallops, 

to the brim, 

Drinks the dry knobs that on 

the surface swim; 

The knobs at last the busy ladle 

breaks, 

And the whole mass its true 

consistence takes.

JOHNNYCAKE, a corn bread 
made with eggs and milk, is from 
“journey cake,” states Merriam- 
Webster’s. However, H. L. Menc- 
ken, in “The American Language.” 
gives the original form as 
“Shawnee cake.” Succotash, the 
name of a dish of whole corn 
kernels and green beans, is the 
Americanized form of the Indian 
word “misickquatash,” meaning, 
“the grains of corn are whole.” 
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ONE OF THE MOST colorful of 
the corny words is the nickname 
“cracker” given to “poor whites” 
of the South, especially of the 
Georgia and Florida backwoods. 
The dictionaries do not give the 
origin of the term, but it is simply 
a shortened form of “corn crack- 
er;” that is, one whose princival 
food is cracked corn. Says De- 
vere: “A corn cracker:is looked 
upon as so low a person that he 
is simply called a cracker. He tn- 
habits the fow,. unproductive re 
gions near the seashore, and be- 
sides his generic name derived 
from the chief article of *his diet, 
he appears as Conch or Low Down 
in North Carolina, and as Sand- 
hiller or Poor White Trash in 
South Carolina and Georgia. Even 
in Florida he is found occasionally, 
in the woods, resembling in his 
habits the worst of the old In- 
dians.”

The expression “not worth 
shucks” dates from the Civil 
War. Confederate paper money, 
giso called “blue backs,” had so 
little value that it was said de- 
risively to be worth less than 
corn shucks. Indeed, a Southern 
lady when marketing would be 
followed by a slave who carried 
the large bundle of paner money 
required for even small pur- 
chases. 
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BUT THIS WAS not the first 
time in American history that ~ 
paper money had been reduced to 
s0 low a state. In the dava of the 
Revolution, American billa were 
called continentals;: hence the ex- 
pression “not worth a continental.” 
for, said Gen. George Washington 
in December. 1779, “A wagonload 
of money will now scarcely pur- 
chase a wagonload of provisions.”

Cooking 
Spaghetti

HERE are, it seems, two major 

groups of present day Ameri- 

cans—the grunters and groan- 
ers who wail about the shortage 
of this and that food. And then 
the gourmets, those adventuring 
souls who pry about here and 
there to see what can be done 
about it. 

Among this latter group are 
the four couples who make up the 
Club de Jeudi, with the men folk 
taking their turns in preparing 
the dinners on Thursday nights. 
What started out about a year and 
a half ago as a way to fill out the 
blank left on the cook's night out 
has become a fixed institution 
with the men folks relieving their 
ever loving wives, long after the 
cooks’ very names have been for- 
gotten.

LAST. THURSDAY the menu 
prepared by the male chef for the 
occasion was: * 

Salami 
Spaghetti with Chicken Livers 
Smothered Chicken 
Mixed Green Salad 
Fresh Fruits Cheeses 
Coffee 

There was one beverage — dry 
California red wine, the product 
of Americans of Italian descent. 
Even the salad was dressed with 
French dressing in which red wine 
vinegar was used. At the end of 
the evening, when points were tal- 
lied up, the low count sent all and 
sundry home with visions of a 
beefsteak looming up on the hori- 
zon. 
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Of course, there were loaves 
of long, crusty and crisp Italian 
bread—but, in keeping with a 
new ruling of the club, no butter 
is served at dinner. The mem- 
bers of this club have gone far 
to solve their butter problem. 
They all have an abundance of 
butter for breakfast, but from 
there on omit butter from menus 
for other meals—none for lunch- 
eon—when a little jam or mar- 
malade fills in. And none at 
night—probably helping to con- 
trol weight at the same time. 
Bread and salami with sips of 
“tipo chianti” prepared the way 
for the spaghetti, which was 
served on a huge platter, with 
each “spaget” at least two feet 
long. 
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THE MYSTERIOUS recipes for 
spaghetti sauce by famous peo- 
ple may take hours if not days 
to prepare, but here is an amateur 
chef's approach to spaghetti sauce 
with chicken livers—and this must 
be made ahead of cooking the 
spaghetti. And it isn’t going to 
take hours. 

In a sizable sauce pan or iron 
_ skillet pour half a cup of olive oil 

and while it is heating, chop fine 
one onion, four bay leaves, two ta- 
blespoons of parsley, two nubbins 
of garlic (optional) a stalk of cel- 
ery and a couple of carrots. Cook 
this until the mixture starts to 
brown and then add two No. 2 
cans of tomatoes and two little 
cans of tomato paste—imported or 
domestic. Season with salt and 
pepper and let this cook, stirring 
often, until the liquid has cooked 
down to a thin creamy consistency. 
Strain through a coarse sieve and 
vou have a good, practical, well- 
flavored sauce. If too thin, cook 
a little longer. If too thick, add 
some tomato puree (strained).

The chicken livers are sauteed 
with onion and parsley in olive 
oil, butter or bacon drippings 
are added last. Mushrooms 
and olives may be included to 
good advantage. For eight serv- 
ings, a quart of sauce will not 
be too much. Keep it hot.

COOKING SPAGHETTI proper- 


ly is a pleasure and offers no prob- 
lems providing there is available a 
huge kettle in which salted water 
{is boiling. Do not break up the 
spaghetti. If too long to go into 
the kettle, put the bunch in as far 
as it will go, let it soften and then 
fold the rest over and push into 
the water. In 10 to 15 minutes, the 
spaghetti is tender—try little 
pieces by testing with your thumb 
nail. Do not let it cook soft and 
mushy. As soon as it is tender, 
turn the spaghetti into a collander 
and then return to the pot in 
which it was cooked,. letting a 
piece of butter melt therein 
(though this can be overlooked 
these days). In place of butter, 
pour one cup of hot tomato sauce 
into the spaghetti and mix lightly 
with a wooden spoon. 
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Now turn the spaghetti onto a 
hot platter. Over it pour some 
of the sauce, with the rest of the 
sauce in a side dish. Sprinkle 
well with grated cheese, with 
more cheese in reserve. The 
chicken has been jointed, fried 
and set in a covered baking dish 
to smother, but it now comes 
forth. 
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THE SERVING OF spaghetti in 
this fashion is the prime pleasure 
of the chef himself. With the 
service plates before him and the 
platter beyond the plates, the host 
takes a spoon in his right hand, a 
fork in his left and, standing firm- 
ly on his two feet, he lifts “gobs” 
‘ of spaghetti to give it a slight mix- 
ing. And then using fork ‘and 
spoon he gathers up a sizable 
quantity, lifts his two hands to 
high heaven, bringing the spaghet- 
ti along, and then when it is all 
suspended in mid-air, he transfers 
the cargo to a plate—which is 
passed to the guest. And so on, 
with chicken alongside.

Native Composers

HE prospectus of the coming 
T sympnontc , season indicates 

that contemporary music will 
receive about the same attention 
as in the past. The composers 
and their champions will regard 
this as too little but many old 
subscribers will undoubtedly con- 
sider it too much, This, of course, 
fe a perfectly normal condition. 

If all the complaints came from 
one side, it would be an indication 
that the other side was being un- 
necessarily coddled. The conscien- 
tious program maker therefore, 
can rest at peace with himself and 
his God only when he is being 
attacked on both flanks. : 


x «x 

SO FAR AS THE statistical rec- 
ord is concerned, the St. Louis or- 
chestra has given a generous rep- 
resentation to living composers, in- 
cluding the American. This does 
not mean, of course, that the best 
and most vital compositions have 
always been among the chosen, It 
is always possible to quarrel with 
the judgment of any program mak- 
er, but unless the dissenter can 
point to some indisputable master- 
piece that has been neglected, the 
quarrel will be a continuing and 
unsettled one. For nothing is 
really gained if a mediocre tone 
poem by Mr. X is substituted for 
a mediocre suite by Mr. Y.

This would suggest that most 
contemporary music is mediocre. 
It is a blunt way of putting it but 
it is true, if the applied standard 
is to be the same as it has 
always been. The great crea- 
tive forces of our day are being 
directed elsewhere.

THE WORD MEDIOCRITY is 
used here in a literal and _  de- 
scriptive sense and not as a term 
of abuse. It is no disgrace to be 
mediocre. In a field where one 
must be an exacting craftsman as 
well as an inspired artist in order 
to achieve a maximum expression 
it might be considered even a 
term of distinction. 3 

Moreover it certainly applies to 
the whole world scene, for while 
contemporary American composi- 
tion has its special faults, it 
cannot be regarded as markedly 
inferior to the general run of 
music. We are in a period of 
artistic drouth and the great 
creative forces of our time are 
being applied to other activities. 
If Shostakovitch is an exception 
to this generalization—an argu- 
able contention—well then he is 
an exception. 
a a : 

BUT CONTEMPORARY music 
should be heard. Indeed it must 
be heard if music is not to de- 
generate into an exclusive study 
for antiquarians. That being so 
our living American composers 
are wholly justified in demand- 
ing a hearing for their works and 
the various symphonic, choral and 
chamber music organizations of 
the country would be neglecting 
their plain obligation if they did 
not heed this demand. Fortu- 
mately their demand has been 
heeded, not only in St. Louis but 
elsewhere, as the records’ will 
show. 

Among the American composers 
whose works will be played in St. 
Louis this season, are Paul Cres- 
ton and Morton Gould. These two 
composers are interesting, not be- 
cause they are more gifted or more 
serious than their colleagues but 
because they express certain qual- 
ities which may develop into a 
trend. Mr. Gould, in particular, 
has by-passed the eclecticism of 
Americans who have derived from 
Hindemith, Stravinsky, Sibelius 
et al. and has taken his inspira- 
tion from sources nearer home.

AT THE MOMENT he had not 
moved wery far from his sources. 
What he has produced i®@not so 
much a synthesis of Stephen Fos- 
ter and the Negro spiritual as a 
translation in slightly more sophis- 
ticated terms. In this respect, 
George Gershwin was more suc- 
cessful, though in a limited way. 
But Gould, being a better crafts- 
man than Gershwin, may ultimate- 
ly reach a higher level of artistic 
expression. As it stands, he has 
evoked a wide response from the 
American public because he is 
working with materials that are a 
part of their native culture.

The nominal sources of Mr. 
Creston’s material are not specif- 
ically American, but his music, 
which derives more from the 
dance than the song and is 
therefore strongly rhythmic, has 
a boisterous and sometimes fren- 
zied character which is much 
closer to the American folkways 
than to the European.

IT DOES NOT FOLLOW that 
the native composers who are 
writing in a specifically American 
spirit are the ones who will reach 
the highest levels. Nor is the ex- 
istence of a rich deposit of Ameri- 
can folk music the unmistakable 
forecast of a monumental genius. 
No racial group in Europe has a 
more inspiring heritage of folk 
music than Ireland, but there is 
no Irish Beethoven, there is not 
even an Irish Dvorak. And as Mr. 
Golschmann pointed out in a re- 
cent conversation, the tremendous 
vitality of popular Spanish music 
produced only the minor figures 
. of Granados, Albeniz and Manue 
de Falla. , 

This much may be said, how- 
ever, in favor of American com- 
posers, such as Gould, who are 
attempting an apotheosis of recog- 
nizable American materials. They

The War’s Last Phase. 


ODAY, the United Nations are 
T closer to victory over Ger- 

many than were the Allies in 
the spring of 1918, says Max Wer- 
ner, in the November RED BOOK. 
Thege are three phases to a war, 
as erner sees it: The first, in 
which the° enemy’s attacks are 
staved off, vital objectives defend- 
ed and our forces primed; the sec- 
ond, when successful battles are 
waged and the enemy worn down, 
and the third, the final onset, or 
blitzkrieg, at the end rather than 
at the beginning. . 

The final phase of the First 
World War was the Allied offen- 
sive in July, 1918, and complete vic- 
tory was won in less than four 
months. Werner says we already 
have reached the final phase of 
this war. The first phase ended 
with the defense of Stalingrad and 
Egypt. The second was marked 
by the Russian winter and sum- 
mer offensives, the conquest of 
Africa, Sicily and the surrender of 
Italy. 

“Today, in the fall of 1943, we 
can say with conviction that we 
are further ahead than the Allies 
were in the spring of 1918, when 
Ludendorff launched his big offen- 
sive. Today, in contrast, another 
large-scale German offensive is out 
of the question, Their game is 
lost.” . 


British Economy. 


FORTUNE MAGAZINE for 
November examines Britain's bal- 
ance sheet—the four-year credits 
and debits of war—and finds that 
out of “near disaster” she has 
built an economy’of “great striking 
power.” Britain has produced 
more and consumed less, the maga- 
zine notes, estimating that im- 
ports of manufactured goods and 
foods have been reduced 50 per 
cent, while Britons have used 15 
per cent less food, clothes and 
other consumer goods than in 1938. 
War expenditures have been, met 
also by sacrifice of domestic 
capital and “disinvestment of as- 
sets overseas.” 

The article notes that inter- 
locking corporate control is greater 
than in this country and that “no 
matter what industry may say 
about labor and labor about in- 
dustry, the two find it worthwhile 
to sit down together with an ease 
and regularity unknown in the 
United States.” Total output and 
output per man-hour have in- 
creased, the latter above the 
United States in shipbuilding. 

“There is no split in Britain 
between the banking system and 
the Treasury such as still persists 


between Washington and Wall 
Street,” Fortune observes. 

‘Though Britain will come out 
of the war with “a massive load 
of debt,” though she has been 
“burning up her substance,” her 
chances for a high level of post- 
war prosperity are “not only 
possible but—given a world of in- 
ternational co-operation —- prob- 
able.” 


Partnership. 
Those who see no profitable post- 
war future in relations with Latin 


American countries will find an

ednesday. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
co-ordinator of Inter-American af- 
fairs, believes the war-born friend- 
ship will develop into a “lasting 
partnership” in the western world. 
Improving food supplies in all 
parts of the hemisphere, estab- 
lishing higher standards of health 
and sanitation, better transporta- 
tion and industrial organization, 
he says, are vital factors in post- 
war plans. He does not agree with 
the contention that we will kill our 
own markets by promoting indus- 
tries in Latin America. , 

“The record shows that the best 
customers, and the best partners, 
of modern nations are other mod- 
ern nations, and the more modern, 
the better,” Rockefeller reasons. 
He points out that Latin American 
republics are accumulating dollar 
balances—384 million dollars in 
1942 alone—and that this reserve 
purchasing power will be ready to 
go to work when peace comes, 
Rockefeller links the postwar 
needs of this country with those 
of Latin America and concludes: 

“It seems to me that the 21 re- 
publics of this hemisphere, includ- 
ing the United States, make a 
natural combination, and _ ideal 
partnership, offering almost un- 
limited opportunities in the post- 
war period.” *%

“Child labor,” Andrews says, is, 
“quite properly, being legislated 
out of existence.” Meanwhile, he 
adds, the cost of rearing a child 
in towns and cities has skyrock- 
eted, For middle class families, at 
prewar prices, it is estimated at 
$9500, or about as much as the 
cost of a house for a family of 
that group.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Many shortage items and their 
plentiful substitutes of 1942 have 
changed places. The substitutes 
now are critically short; the ma- 
terials they replaced frequently 
are so plentiful that production 
bosses don’t know what to do with 
the supply. 

The scarcity of paper is due in 
part to its general use in place of 
metals in packaging and in con- 
tainers. 

Plastics are scarce because they 
were so widely substituted for other 
metals, 

Rayon, the substitute for silk 
and nylon, is far behind require- 
ments, 


Double-dip: Capitol Hill is con- 
sidering a double-dip plan to swell 
tax receipts and relieve the whisky 
drouth at the same time. 

Spirits now may be held in bond- 
ed warehouses as long as eight 
years without payment of the $6 
a gallon (soon may be $8 or $10) 
excise tax. It is proposed to re- 
duce the maximum period to four 
years, thus forcing out the liquor 
where it will be subject to: (1) Im- 
mediate taxation, and (2) imme- 
diate swallowing. 


Man power: You will hear more 
and more about “man power util- 
ization” from now on. Emphasis 
will be on getting the most use 
out of available labor, doing away 
with hoarding of workers and other 
wastage of man-hours. 


Subsidies: There are moves in 
Congress to compromise the food 
subsidy issue. Some of the older 
heads are counseling that it might 
be wise to give the Commodity 
Credit Corporation enough money 


‘to pay feed subsidies on dairy 


products, at least until spring. 

The farm organizations, how- 
ever, balk at any food subsidies 
in lieu of price increases.

Salazar Leans Toward 
The Democracies

VENTS in Europe again have brought to the fore Dr. 
F Antonio de Oliveira Salazar, nimble ruler of neutral 
Portugal, who kept his footing when dictatorships were 

on the rise and now in their decline has begun to curry favor 
with the democracies. The first step was granting Great 
Britain, his country’s ancient ally, bases in the Azores which 
were withheld until now and which probably will become 
the Allies’ foremost anti-submarine station in the Atlantic. A 
son of peasants who has rarely, if ever, left his native land, 
Salazar developed in the 15 years of his regime a sense of 
the expedient that became noted throughout Europe. Now 
52 years old, he was a professor at the University of Coim- 
bra when, in 1928, he was called to straighten out Portuguese 
finances, hopelessly muddled after 14 years of revolutions. 
As Minister of Finance he introduced a revolutionary policy 
—he bought nothing he could not pay for. Portugal's budget 
came into balance and a good many people, notably British 
and other industrialists who had heavy investments there, 
began to call Salazar a wonder worker. Within the next 
few years he became in addition to premier and finance 
minister, minister of foreign affairs and of war, virtually a 
one-man government. Of an ascetic and retiring nature, he 
refused to indulge in bombast or to call himself a dictator. 
Every so often a bomb went off or a plot was discovered, but 
he was never injured. The Spanish war, in which he backed 
the rebel armies of his good friend Francisco Franco, tended 
to bring Salazar farther within the influence of Fascism. He 
detests Communism and Josef Stalin, but it is probable his 
ardent friendship for Mussolini and Hitler has cooled recent- 
ly. The pro-Axis happenings in Portugal have become less 
frequent now that the Allies are successfully moving up into 
Europe. The country has continued to sell goods to both 
sides and spies, who make up a sizable proportion of the 
nation’s seven and one-half million residents, have made 
of Lisbon one of the world’s capitals of espionage. Last 
December Salazar and Franco formed an Iberian bloc with 
the intention of keeping Spain and Portugal out of the war.
